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TRYING TO CRUSH MAHONE | 


AN ALL-NIGHT DISPUTE OVER THE 
LYNCHBURG POST OFFICE. 

{HE BOURBON SENATORS BENT ON DEFEAT- 
ING MAHONE’S NOMINEE—THEIR MOTIVE 
PURELY OF A PARTISAN NATURE—A HIS- 


TORY OF THE CASE—GEN. MAHONE NOT 
RESPONSIBLE FOR THE CONTEST. 

WasHINGTON, Oct. 28.—The contest over 
she Lynchburg Post Office was resumed this 
afternoon when the Senate went into secret 
gession, and at this hour—10 o’elock—is being 
maintained by both sides without any prospect 
of a vote being reached, On the part of the 
Democrats, the fight is being conducted from 
purely partisan motives and for partisan 
ends, They cannot deny that Postmaster 
‘Wilson, the incumbent, illegally used the public 
funds for his private gain, but attempt to ex- 
tuse his irregularity because the deficit was 
made good after it was discovered by the 
postal authorities, and insist that hé should be 
permitted to serve out bis term, for the reason 
that he served creditably in the Federal Army 
during the rebellion. They are not, of course, 
sincere in this position, and their struggle to 
keep Wilson in is maintained not from any 
Sympathy they have for him, but for 
the purpose of keeping out Statham, 
simply because he was recommended for 
Rppointment by Senator Mahone. This 
is apparent from their speeches in the Senate 
pnd from their private conversation on the 
subject. They argue that Stathan was nomi- 


nated in pursuance with what they call a bar- 
gain made by Mahone and the Republicans, 
by which the former was to be given control 
of the Federal patronage in Virginia 
in consideration of bis co-operation 
with the Republicans in the Sen- 
nte. While they put forward these 
krguments in justification of their course, it is 
well known, and is admitted by some of them, 
that their opposition in this case springs from 
6 deliberately formed plan to resist the confir- 
mation of all appointments that may be made 
on Senator Mahone’s recommendation. - They 
hope by this course of action to convince 
the Republicans «nd Liberals of Vir- 
Binia that Mr. Mahone is powerless to 
assist them in any way and_ thus 
lessen his influence in Virginia and check the 
growing disposition in the Bourbon ranks to 
join the liberal movement in that State. The 
resolution of the Democratic Senators forbid- 
ding any of their number to pair with Mr. 
Mahone is only a part of their genera! plan of 
persecuting the independent Virginia Sen- 
ntor for leading the movement that threatens to 
sestroy Bourbonism in Virginia and other 
Southern States. Their fight, therefore, over 
she Lynchburg Post Office is not really to re- 
jain the delinquent Postmaster, but to humili- 
ate Mr. Mahone, in the expectation that the 
Bourbon interests in Virginia will be strength- 
pned thereby. 

Senator Mahone is notin any way respon- 
sible for the present struggle. Wilson’s ac- 
rounts were found deficient, and the postal 
guthorities very properly determined to re- 
move him. The discovery and consequent 
action of the authorities were made before 
Senator Mahone knew that anything was 
fwrong with Wilson. A change having been 
decided upon by the Postmaster-General, 
Senator Mahone was invited to recommend 
@ man for the place, and Statham was 
mamed, This is the history of the case, and 
it will be seen that the Democrats have no 
good ground upon which to base a contest. 
The aliegation that the nomination of Statham 
‘was made for political ends cannot be main- 
‘tained, for the reason that Statham could be 
eppointed after the adjournment. Eesides, 
/Wilson’s term of office will expire on Nov. 7, 
and it is not likely that serious charges would 
mow be brought forward simply to effect 
his removal 10 days in advance of the 
eee of his commission. The Democrats 
hid most of the talking to-day, and wheneven 
Rk movement was made toward securing a vote 
pn the confirmation of Statham filibustering 
was resorted to. About7 o’clock the Senate 
svas found to be without a quorum, but the 

epublicans being in the majority refused to 
djourn, thus requiring a call of the Senate, 
resuiting in an order to the Sergeant-at-Arms 
to bring in the absentees. After considerable 
time spent by the officers in hunting up absent 
Senators a sufficient number was found to re- 
store a quorum, and the struggle was renewed. 
Both sides express a determination to adhere 
to their respective positions, and an all-night 
Bession is promised. 

At 11 o’clock the Senate directed the Ser- 
var alpaca to request the attendance of 

enators, whether in or absent from Wash- 
ington. Telegrams were accordingly sent by 
Mr. Bright to about 20 Senators at their re- 
tpective homes who had paired and left Wash- 
ington.

A QUESTION OF OFFICIAL POWER. 
THE SECRETARY OF THE TREASURY’S DE- 
CISIONS BINDING ON THE FIRST CON- 
TROLLER. 


WaSHINGTON, Oct. 28.—On the 11th inst. 
Acting Secretary French addressed a communica- 
tion to Attorney-General MacVeagh, explaining in 
detail the action ot the Treasury Department rela- 
tive to the appropriation for artificial limbs, con- 
tained in the act of March 38, 1881. The communi- 
cation was accempanied by an opinion rendered 
by First Controller Lawrence, in whieh it was 
held that the expenditure under the act mentioned 
should be made under the direction of the Interior 


Department. This opinion conflicted with the law 
as it was construed by the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury, whe was of opinion that the expenditure 
should be made under the direction of the War 
Department. The desire of Judge French was 
to test the powers of the First Controller, and with 
that object in view the questions submitted to the 
Attorney-General were: First, whether the appro- 

riation of $175,000 fer artiiicial limbs, &c., should 
egally be expended under the authority of the 
War or the Interior Department; second, whether 
a requisition for $20,000 authorized and granted by 
the Secretary can be legally rescinded upon the opin- 
ion of the First Controller; and third, whether, as 
claimed by the First Controller, the question of the 
legality of warrants or requisitions is wholly with- 
in his jurisdiction, he being the only officer who 
countersigns warrants, and whether the Secretary 
of the Treasury is legally bound by the opinion of 
the First Controller upon this point. 

In replying to the questions the Attorney-Gen- 
eral says, that while the first question is not en- 
tirely free from doubt, his opinion is that the $175,- 
000 should be expended under the direction of the 
War Department; that the armen of warrants or, 
requisitions is not wholly within the jurisdiction of 
the First Controller, and that the Secretary of the 
Treasury is not legally bound by the opinion of the 
First Controller upon that point. Relative to the 
assertion of tee First Controller, that his duties 
are the same as to matters which have already re- 
ceived the decision of the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury asthey are to accounts which pass through 
him from the Auditor to the Secretary, and that 
his decisions are binding upon the head of the de- 
partment, the Attorney-General says: “I can- 
not assent to the proposition that a sub- 
ordinate officer, created by statute, can do 
any act binding upon the head of his department 
until that foree is expressly given to his decisions 
by plain and unambiguous law.” In cenciuding 
his reply the Attorney-General says: ‘The pres- 
ent controversy would be fairly presented if there 
were before the Secretary of the Treasury two 
requisitions, one from the Secretary of War and 
the other from the Secretary of the Interior; for 
this appropriation. Now, if the law meant that 
the Firat Controller were to decide between the 
two, and the Secretary of the Treasury was to have 
no discretion, but simply register the decrees of 
the First Controller, the language of the law 
would be more apt if it directed the First 
Controller to sign and the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury to countersign, and it would contribute greatly 
to the expedition of business, if the law required 
the requisition to go to the Controller first (as in 
the case of accounts) instead of having the Secre- 
tary s'gn a warrant which, upon the refusal of the 
Controller to countersign, must be returned to the 
Secretary for caneellation and reissue. * wae 
would say that upon the matter in controversy 
the decision of the Secretary of the Treasury is 
binding upon the First Controller.” 
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RECEPTION TO JOHN W. DANIEL. 

BALTIMORE, Oct. 28.—Jobn W. Daniel, the 
Democratie candidate for Governor of Virginia, 
passed through this city to-day on his way to Ac- 
comac County, Eastern Shore of Virginia;where be 
will speak until the close of the campaign. During 
his few hours’ stay—from noon until 5 o’clock—he 
was the guest of the Daniel Club, a political organ!- 


zation composed of Virginians residing here, and 
tendered a reception and dinner at the Eutaw 
House. He was met at the depot by a 
committee of the club and escorted to the 
hotel, where the reception proyed an  ova- 
tion. Within the two hours given to that 
et over a thousand persons, including the 

ayor and many business and professional citizens, 
called and paid their respects. At the dinner-table, 
Mr. Daniel, Mayor Latrobe, Gen. Bradley T. Jobn- 
son, and the Hon. George D. Wise, in response to 
repeated calls, made very brief speeches. When Mr. 
Daniel rose and throughout his speech he was 
greeted with loud and prolonged cheers and other 
demonstrations of applause. During his remarks 
he expressed firm contidence in the success of the 
Democratic ticket, and deelared that the people of 
Virginia would not permit the State to be dishon- 
ored by the repudiation of her bonds, for which

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ROBBING THE FRENCH GUESTS. 
PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 28.—About 6 o’clock 
this morning Gen. Boulanger, of the French dele- 
gation of visitors, awoke in his room at the Conti- 
nental Hotel, and noticed a man standing by a 
table where he had left his watch and a roll of bank 
bills. The General seized his sword, and, calling 


upon Count Lichtenstein, who occupied the adjoin- 
ing room, seized the intruder, and the two guests 
locked him in another room until the arrival of the 
Pol''s. He has been identified as William Mars- 
ton, alias Buffalo Bill, a notorious criminal, 
who has served sentences both here and in New- 
York. He was at once taken to court. After the 
alarm was giver, it was found that an adjoining 
room in the hotel, occupied by Col. Boyce, of Vir- 
ginia, had already been entered, presumably by the 
prisoner, and that Col. Boyce had lost $50. Mars- 
ton was taken before a magistrate and held iu 
$1,500 bail to answer. The Grand Jury at once 
found a true bill against him, and he was tried, con- 
victed, and sentenced to three years’ imprison- 
ment and to give good security to keep the peace 
and be of good behavior for a year after the expira- 
tion of the sentence.

BOSTON WATER LOW AND TAINTED, 

Boston, Oct. 28.—The water in Cochituate 
Lake, the source of the city’s supply, is very low 
and badly tainted with vegetable impurities. A 
committee of the city Government made an inves- 
tigation to-day, with a view of draining a supply 
from the branch works at Sudbury River, but found 
the latter also liuated. A water famine is not 
feared, but the danger is that pumping will have to 
be resorted to, in which case the supply must be 
reduced from 34,000,000 to 20,000.000 gallons daily

AFFAIRS IN FOREIGN LANDS 


LAND LEAGUE EFFORTS TO MAIN. 
TAIN THE ORGANIZATION. 
ARRESTS FOR INCITING TENANTS NOT TO 


PAY RENT—MR. GLADSTONE’S STATE- 
MENT OF THE CASE—SUPPRESSING THE 
LADIES’ LEAGUES. 

Lonpon, Oct. 28.—Mr. O'Sullivan, a 
prominent member of the Cork branch of the 
Land League, has been arrested, charged with 
inciting tenants not to pay rent. In spite of 
the Government’s proclamation declaring the 
Land League to be an illegal and criminal 
organization, the Leaguers of Fermanagh and 
Leitrim have issued similar incitements. An 
armed band has visited houses in the neigh- 
borhood of Carrick-on-Shannon, threatening 
rent-payers with death. 

Mr. Gladstone, in the course of his reply 
to the address presented to him at Knowsley 
yesterday, said: ‘“‘The point was, whether 
Ireland is to be governed by laws made by 
Parliament or by laws known to nobody and 
written nowhere exeept in the brains of a 
few persons and enforced by an illegal, ar- 
bitrary, and self-appointed association which 
sought to override, by organized attempts, 
the free will of Irishmen. It was a question 
between law and chaos.’’ No fewer than 30,- 
000 application forms have been issued under 
the Land act, he said, and this led him to an- 
ticipate future peace and prosperity. 

A Dublia correspondent says: ‘‘ Baron 
O’Hagan, Lord Chancellor of Ireland, inti- 
raated on Thursday that he might resign the 
Chancellorship, but he will hold office until 
early in 1882,” _ ;

THE GERMAN ELECTIONS. 
OVERWHELMING DEFEAT OF THE CONSERVA- 
TIVES AND ANTI-SEMITICS, 

BERLIN, Oct. 28.—In the polling here for 
members of the Reichstag yesterday no Con- 
servative or Anti-Semitic candidate received 
enough votes to entitle him to enter as candi- 
date in a second ballot. Herr Henrici, the no- 
torious Jew-baiter, only received 800 votes out 
of 40,000, The news from the provinces de- 
notes a strengthening of the Liberal ranks. 


The defeat of the Conservatives is most sig- 
nificant in places where the Govornment had 
ut forth allits strength to support them. A 
arge force of Police was on duty in the streets 
here during the day, and numerous arrests 
were made, 

The figures giving the result of the elections 
here are very significant. Prof. Virchow, 
Progressist, polled 17,400 votes, against 11,200 
for the Rev. Dr. Stoecker, the Court preacher 
and leader of the anti-Semitic movement. In 
two cases where a second ballot is required, 
the Social Democrats have developed formida- 
ble strength. Thus, Herr Bebel polled 13,574 
votes against 19,528 for Herr Trager, the Pro- 
gressist candidate, and 8,239 for the Conserva- 
tive eandidate. Herr Hasenclever polled 10,- 
647 votes against 18,899 for Herr Klotz, the 
Progressist candidate. The votes cast foreach 
of the other candidates were insignificant, but 
in the aggregate were sufficient to prevent a 
majority for any one candidate and to render 
fresh ballots necessary. 

Further returns show that the national Lib- 
erals lost considerably at Dantzic, Hamburg, 
and Magdeburg. The Progressist press is ju- 
bilant. The National Zeitung says: ‘' The re- 
sult of the electionsis a victory of constitu- 
tional principles over dictatorship and the per- 
secuting spirit of clericalism.”

have been received. In 31 districts second 
ballots are necessary.

The Government have lost numerous 
seats, both to the Progressists and the Seces- 
sionists. The Socialists have met with unex- 
pected success in several constituencies. The 
North German Gazette expresses the opinion 
that the result of the election in Berlin recalls 
the state of affairs in Paris, where the Radical 
element overpowers the true upholders of the 
State. 

LONDON, Oct, 29.—A dispatch from Berlin 
says: ‘*Prince Bismarek’s son, William, has 
been defeated in Mulhousen by 5,000 votes by 
a Liberal. The Opposition may prove strong 
enough to make necessary a dissolution of Par- 
liament.’’ 

Another Berlin correspondent says: ‘‘On 
the whole it may be said that the relative 
party strength in the new Reichstag will not 
differ much from that in the old one,’’

FROM CHINA AND JAPAN. 


RAILROAD PROGRESS IN CHINA—THE SILK 
TROUBLES IN YOKOHAMA. 

Hone Kona, Sept. 30.—The cabal instituted 
by the palace party against Li-Hung-Chan has failed, 
and the Viceroy has been fully established in power. 
As a eonsequenee it is expected that the introduc- 
tion of railroads will not be long delayed. 

The annual Corean Embassy has ‘arrived in 
Pekin, with a special message of condolence for 


the death of the Eastern Empress, and, in addition 
to the yearly tribute, a present of $250,000 in gold. 

A large brick tea factory, 175 miles from Foo- 
Choo, owned by a Russian firm, has been destroyed 
by fire. The Chineso workmen, of whom there 
were 500 employed, declined to render the foreign 
manager any assistance in checking the flames 
during the progress of the fire, and subsequently 
stoued him off the premises, broke open the safe, 
and stole several thousands of dollars. 

Many of the students recently returned from 
America are to be employed on the telegraph line 
being built between Tien-T'sin and Shanghai, 
which, it is expected, will be finished by the end 
of the year. 


YOKOHAMA, Oct, 11.—The dispute in the silk 
trade continues. The foreign merchants refuse to 
buy from the guild under, its present rules, which 
the guild declines to alter. The foreign merchants 
have addressed a circularto the native producers 
in the interior, callimg upon them to ignore the 
guild and deal directly with them. The in- 
fluence of the guild is very great, and its 
action is generaily supported by the native 
bankers and merehants throughout the country. 
The Japanese silk-dealers in Yokohama and Tokio 
have also issued circulars to the producers, and the 
replies show that the feeling of the producers is 
with their countrymen. Large meetings were held 
yesterday by the Japanese, and resolutions favor- 
ing direct trade were passed. The silk market at 
present is wholly blocked to foreigners. 

The Corean Government has ordered a number 
of cannon to be made at an arsenal in Osaka, 
Japan, and has sent officers to watch the process 
of manufacture; also, some Corean youths have 
arrived to learn typography. 

Commodore Shuteldt, now in Tien-Tsin, hopes to 
be able to arrange his mission to Corea. 

The cholera is spreading in the southern pro- 
vinces, and quarantine has been proclaimed in 
Manila against vessels arriving from Japanese 
ports. The money order system has been estab- 
lished betweeh Great Britain and Japan. Katura- 
nomya, a Princess of the blood and a near relative 
ofthe Mikado, died on Oet. 3. The Mikado arrived 
in Tokio this morning from the northern provinces, 
In connectien with the new code of laws to be in- 
troduced into the Japanese judicature, it is pro- 
posed to employ foreign Judges to sit as assessors 
with Japanese. The Hon. John O. Bingham, United 
States Minister at Tokio, has been offered the first 


appointment. 
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HANGED FOR AN ATROCIOUS MURDZR. 

CHARLOTTE, N. C., Oct. 28.—Allen Johnson, 
eolored, about 25 years old, formerly of Greenville, 
8S, C., was hanged here to-day for the murder, un- 
der the most brutal circumstances and for a few 
cents, of a blind old negro man named Crump, 
about the last of January, 1880. He was captured 


only last August, and was convicted at the Sep- 
tember court, having confessed his participation in 
the murder with two other negro men named 
Gus McKnight and Adam Camp, beth of whom 
were captured after the murder, and both of 
whom died in jail while awaiting trial. The hang- 
ing took place within the jail, in the presence of 
36 spectators, at 11 o’clock. The prisoner mounted 
the scaffold with no indication of weakness be- 
yond a slight nervousness, and, after a prayer of a 
dozen words, told the Sheriff he was ready. The 
drep was five and a half feet and his neck was 
broken. The heart ceased to beat 12 minutes 
after the drop fell: Johnson expressed every hope 
of a happy future state. None of his friends 
was present at the banging, and the body was 
buried at the expense of the county atthe foot of 
the grave of the murdered man.

DRIFTING TO THEIR DEATH 


A DISASTER CAUSZD BY CARELESS- 
NESS AND LIQUCR. 

A MISSISSIPPI BOAT UNMANAGEABLE IN THE 
SWOLLEN CURRENT—MOST OF THE CREW 
DRUKKE—COLLISION WITH A BRIDGE— 
SIXTEEN PERSONS LOST. 

Rock Isuanp, Ill., Oct. 28.—A little after 
10 o’clock last night the steamer Jennie Gil- 
christ left this place with 13 passengers and a 
crew of 16 men on board. She had in tow one 
barge and one flat-boat. The latter was being 
pushed at the bow of the steamer, while the 
barge was fastened to the port side. She 
passed through the bridge and had pro- 
ceeded about a half-mile above, when, at 
10:30 o’clock, the engineer discovered that the 
rod which was used to reverse the wheel was 
broken, and the boat at once began drifting 
rapidly down the stream, swollen by the 
floods. When the danger became apparent, 
Mr. Skelton at once rushed into the cabin, tell- 
ing the passengers of the accident which had 
happened and urging them at once to take 
refuge on the barge. He informed the pilot, who 
exclaimed, ‘‘Why don’t they do something ? 
For God’s sake do something !’’ and blew his 
whistle as a signal of distress. The pilot then 
left his wheel, giving it a turn for port, and 
rushed for the barge, crying as he went down 
stairs, ‘‘Save yourselves, she going 
to strike the bridge.’”’? In the cabin 
everybody was frantic; the women were 
crying, and the men were about as use- 
less. No one seemed to have any idea 
of what todo. The crew, with the exception 
of Pilot Derrand, the clerk, engineers, and 
firemen are reported to have been drunk and 
as terror-stricken as the others. Mr. Skelton 
and Clerk Shuber tried to get the passengers 
down to the barge. The few women, who 
were in the cabin, were in a state of help- 
lessness, doing nothing, saying nothing, 
evidently expecting Ueath. The gentie- 
men tried entreaty and advice, but it 
was useless, Noone would stir. Thev were 
told that their only hope was in getting on 
board the barge. Still they would not move, 
Skelton and Sbhuber then shook the women, 
and tried to drag them out of the cabin, but 
in this they failed, and in despair left them to 
their fate. 

As the steamer drifted down upon the pier, 
urged on by the swoilen current, she partly 
turned and presented her starboard side to the 
pier, striking it just aft of the boilers. Eight 
persons had taken refuge on the barge, and as 
it swung around to the left of the pier 
thev cast off the stern end and spring lines. 
The bow line was fastened to the flat ahead, 
and when it was cast off the flat swung to the 
right and the line went out witharush. A 
nezro named James Smalley was at that mo- 
ment climbing over the bow of the barge, and, 
the line being between his legs, he was huried 
overboard. Henry Skelton seized him by the 
trousers and hauled him aboard, a much aston- 
ished but highly grateful negro. When the 
Jennie struck the bridge she hit a little aft 
of the boiler-heads and broke them in. At 
once steam began to rush ont, and for 
a moment there was a prospect of being scald- 
ed or of being drowned. The scene at that 
time was terrible. Those on the barge knew 
not whether they were safe or in mortal dan- 
ger. Around them was athick cloud of steam, 
suffocating them so that their only chance to 
breathe was by lving down on the deck. In 
the cabin of the boat they could hear the cries 
and moans of the fated passengers who had re- 
mained there. While the crew on the forecas- 
tle were appealing loudly for help 
they could be seen, but at that time no 
help could be given. The barge drifted off 
to the left, followed by the beat, and the flat 
following it. Near Paige, Dixon & Co.’s mill 
the barge stranded, The stay there was short. 
The Evansville had heard the cries for help, 
and it left Reck Island on its errand of mercy. 
In about 20 minutes it came upon the stranded 
barge and rescued its 12 passengers from their 
perilous situation, carrying them back to Rock 
Island. Besides the 12 saved on the barge, 
there were five picked up on the Iowa shore 
who had ¢e!ung to tke wreck, one being a wom- 
an who had displayed remarkable pluck. 

The following is a list of the saved as far as 
known: 

Passengers.—J. H. Ways, Mrs. Wendt, C. B. 
Davenport, Thomas Harts, T. MeClelland, and W. 
G. Skelton. 

Crew.—Billy Brown, John Moss; John Shuber, 
cierk; John Gilchrist, Captain; Mr. Derrand and 
Mr. Herr, pilots. Two engineers and three more of 
the crew were also rescued. 

Only a partial list of those drowned by the 
aecident can be obtained to-day, owing to the 
injury to the clerk and the absence of the owner, 
who started for his home in Rapids City this 
morning. It is known, however, that Mrs. 
Trevor, Miss Sadie Temple, and John Temple, 
of Rapids City; W. W. Wendt, of Cordova, 
and James Sandford, a fireman, have been 
drowned. The number lost is estimated at 
16. All day parties have been out from 
this city searching the river and the 
island just below Rock Island, in the 
hope of recovering some of the bodies of 
those supposed to be lost. So far the search 
has proved fruitless. The friends of those 
supposed to have taken passage on 
the Gilchrist are in the city awaiting 
information concerning their missing friends, 
but owing to the confusion and the absence of 
those best posted on the passenger list, great 
doubt still exists as tothe number and the 
names of the lost. A heavy rain set in at 
an early hour this afternoon, and pre- 
vented the diver, Capt. Walt, from making 
any investigation of the cabin and 
hull! of the sunken steamer, which lies in about 
20 feet of water, justbelowthiscity. Arrange- 
ments have been made to make this inspection 
to-morrow, when it is probable that some 
bodies will be recovered, as it 1s said that 
three or four persons were seen in the cabin 
and other portions of the boat by those who 
left her justas she was sinking. ‘The river is 
slowly falling at this point. During the last 
24 hours the river has gone down one inch. 

The officers of the Jennie Gilchrist are se- 
verely censured by the surviving passengers 
tor their lack of ability to cope with the acci- 
dent. Itis alleged that the officers, with the 
exception of the clerk, made their own per- 
sonal escape a matter of first importance, and 
allowed the passengers to leok out for them- 
selves. 1t is also stated that the boat was 
overloaded with passengers and freight, and 
was carrying more than she could successfully 
handle. She was merely a freight boat, and 
not licensed to carry passengers. The most se- 
rious charge, however, is made by one of 
the surviving passengers, to the effect that the 
crew, including the second pilot, were under 
the influence of liquor, and to this fact is at- 
tributed the lack of management after the 
first aecident to the machiuery before the 
bridge was encountered. There was a great 
deal of whisky in the cargo, and some of it 
was tapped before the steamer left the wharf. 

CuicaGo, Oct. 28.—A Rock Island dispatch, 
announcing the steamboat Jennie Gilchrist 
disaster, says that she carried 15 passengers 
and acrew of 15 when she sank. Twelve per- 
sons saved themselves by getting on a barge 
which the Gilchrist was towing. ‘lhese in- 
cluded the officers, most of the crew, and one 
passenger. The barge floated past the city 
about 11 o’elock, the men shouting in the 
darkness for help. The boat Evansvilie steamed 
up and started in pursuit, and brought 
them in after midnight. Mrs. Wendt, one of 
the four femaie passengers, was picked up 
clinging to a plank; the other three are 
drowned. Mrs. Weudt was badly scalded by 
escaping steain. The fireman, James Sanford ; 
Will Brown, a colored man, and a passenger, 
three in all, were rescued after daylight this 
morning: they were holding on to the pilot- 
house. Brown was badly scalded by steam, 
and he and Mrs. Wendt are both likely to die.

THE DROUGHT IN ULSTER COUNTY. 


Pee RE 
FARMERS SUFFERING, MILLS STOPPED, AND 
CANALS WITHOUT WATER. 
Kineston, N. Y., Oct. 28,—Thke protracted 
drought and consequent scarcity of wateris be- 
coming of more serious moment daily throughout 
this whole region ef country. The various creeks 
and tributary streams are nearly dry, and very 
few of the many mills and manufactories of the 
county, depending upon water asa motive power, 
are now able to run at all, and then only at brief 
intervals, having to board a supply of water in 
edvance. Pasturage has become very short and 
dried up, with little or no substance in the parched 


and scanty blades that are left. The smaller 
streams and many springs having become dry, 
makes necessary much additional labor in the 
watering of stock, which being frequently neglect- 
edin part in some instances is having its effect 
npon the flow of milk and the general condi- 
tion of stock throughout the country. This 
month is always regarded as the most favorable 
period of the year for butter-making here, as un- 
der ordinary conditions pasturage is now rieher 
than at any other time. But the flow of milk is 
now far below the average, and unless eopious 
rains ensue speedily the price of all dairy products 
must advance still farther. Hay has been a plenti- 
ful crop in this region the past season, and receded 
in price, but if the drought continues a large 
amount will be fed to stock before Winter comes, 
and this will enhance the price of hay and feed in 
general. Winter grain and Fall-sown erops lave 
made very small growth as yet, and have very lit- 
tle time left to make up deficiencies before the ad- 
vent of trost and Winter. Wells and springs are 
running very low, and very many are dry which 
never failed before, causing serious inconvenience 
and suffering throughout the county. 

The Delaware and Hudson Canal, terminating at 
this point, has now been obliged to succamb to the 
drought, and al! through boating must now cease 
until an additional supply of water is in some 
manner obtained by which to float the boats over 
the long 17-mile level between Philipsport and 
Cuddebackville, nearly midway of the line of the 
eanal. The reservoirs of Sullivan County, the 
Neversink River, and numerous smaller streams, 
which have heretofore been relied upon to feed 
this level, are now about dry, and boats cannot 
pass this point in the canal, although there is still 
a moderate supply of water at most other places 
on the line. Much water is required for the lock- 
ing of boats through this level, which causes the 
present failure there. A cessation of boating at 
this early period of the season will cause serious 
loss to the boatmen and others dependent upon 
their earnings. The season has been one of little 
profit to them as yet, and should it close now they 
will be poorly prepared for an idle Winter. Long- 
continued rains must ensue speedily to prolong 
the boating season on this canal. 


OINCINNATI’S SMOKE NUISANCE. 
pe SO eT 
MANUFACTURERS TO BE FORCED TO USE 

, SMOKE-CONSUMING APPLIANCES. 
CINCINNATI, Oct. 28.—The Board of Alder- 
men to-day passed to its engrossment an ordinance 
making the use of an effective smoke-consumer 
compulsory upon the part of all manufacturers 
and others whose business requires the use 
of a chimney that has become a nuisance 
to the neighborhood. The matter of select- 
ing a consumer is left entirely with the 
user, the only requirement of the ordinance being 
that it shall be effective. Failure to comply with 


the provisions of the ordinance renders the one 
thus offending liable to a fine or imprisonment, or 
both. The smoke nuisanee in Cincinnati has long 
been of a grievous character, and it has 
been growing steadily worse with the city’s 
growth. Organizations have been formed hav- 
ing its abatement «as their object and the 
Board of Trade has moved actively in the matter. 
A large society of ladies was formed for the pur- 
pose of urging the necessity of immediate action. 
The contrivances in use in cities where bitu- 
minous eoal is used, both in this and foreign 
countries, have been carefully examuned, 
and their respective merits reported upon. 
The Board of Exposition Commissioners 
has given the subject especial attention, and large 
premiums have been offered for two successive 
years for smoke-consumers whose efficiency could 
be established. None of those tested has been 
found to be all thut was desired, but almost any of 
them would be a great improvement upon the fur- 
naces now in use. 

Alderman Oliver mentioned, at the meeting of 
the board to-day, that wkile in London the past. 
Sunfmer he observed that, though fifty times as 
much soft coal was being consumed as in Cincin- 
nati, there was more smoke to be seen 
in one ward of Cincinnati than in the 
whole city of London. It was urged that 
the city was suffering in business as well 
as that its inhabitants are being greatly annoyed 
by the smoke nuisance. The ordinance was passed 
as originally reported by a four-fifths vote. 
It is expected that difficulties will 
encountered in its enforcement, and there 
is a fear that many manufacturers 
will be driven into buying worthless devices, but 
there can be no doubt that the city will be 
greatly benefited by the ordinanee. It is also well 
established that there will be again to those em- 
ploying effective devices, because of a more 
economical use of fuel.

‘*The Chicago limited,” as this train is to be 
called, will be composed of parlor, sleeping, and 
dining coaches only, and none but passengers for 
Harrisburg, Pittsburg, “ort Wayne, Chicago, and 
points beyond will be carried on it. Between New: 
York and Pittsburg the schedule only provides for 
three stops forthe train. Breakfast wili be served 
immediately after the train leaves Jersey City, 
dinner after leaving Harrisburg, which will be 
about 1 o’clock; supper at 6 o’clock, before reach- 
ing Pittsburg, and breakfast the following morning 
before the train reaches Chicago. The price of 
each meal has been placed at 75 cents. All through 
tickets that are good for first-class passage will ba 
honored on this train, but an extra charge will be 
made for seats in the cars. The rates will be $2 to 
Harrisburg, $4 to Pittsburg, $8 to Fort Wayne, and 
$8 to Chicago. In speaking of this train yesterday, 
Mr. Samuel Carpenter, the General Eastern Passen- 
ger Agent of the road, said his company was to 9 
certain extent forced to putit on the road.

A NEW RAILROAD TO THE WEST. 
THE BALTIMORE, CINCINNATI AND WESTERN 


CENTRAL ROAD. 


The old project of a new railroad from Bal 
timore to Cincinnati torun parallel with the ling 
of the Baltimore and Ohio Railroad has been re 
vived. The new railway is to be known as the 
Baltimore, Cincinnati and Western Central. A 
former title was Baltimore, Cincinnati and West 
ern. The addition of the ‘’ Central” relates to tha 
route chosen, which, in addition to running par 
allel with the Baltimore and Ohio, will tie about 
midway between that road and the Chesapeake and 
Ohio. A prospectus of the new road has been issued. 
in which its projectors elaim that they are 
acting in perfect good faith, and aver that the con- 
struction of this road is assured, more than a sufil: 


cient amouast of capital having been subscribed. 
Ex-Secretary of the Navy Richard W. Thompson 
-has accepted the Presidency of the company, and 
is to be associated in the management with Henry 
B. Hammond, President of the Indianapolis, De- 
catur and Springfield Railroad and of the Bostoa 
and New-York Air Line. The latter gentieman 
will be at the head of the construction compary. 
Chief among the supporters of the new road ap 
pears the Erlanger syndicate, which controls th4 
great Southern system of railways, and which hag 
recently been vigorously extending its grasp to alf 
available lines in the South. Mr. William H. Van- 
derbilt and Jay Gould are also reported to havea 
live interest in the new scheme. 

The route determined upon for the new road, ao 
cording to the prospectus, is as follows: Starting 
from Cincinnati, the line follows the north bank of 
the Ohio River, to Portsmouth, then to Yaa ge 
on the Ohio River, a distance from Cincinnati o 
about 150 miles. Crossing the Ohio River there 
into West Virginia, the line follows the Great 
Kanawha River a distance of 54 miles to Charles 
ton, where it connects with the Chesapeake and 
Ohio Railroad, coming up from Richmond. From 
Charleston the line turns north-easterly 
and follows the valley of the Elk River 
: some 167 miles to its head-waters at 
.the Alleghany Mountains; crossing there through 
a remarkably low gap, upon a grade of only 
73 feet to the mile, it passesa distance of about 
nine miles to the north rork of the south branch of 
tne Potomac River, and thence by the banks o2 
same for some 60 miles to Moorefield, near the 
boundary of Virginia and West Virginia. Thence 
the line crosses the country, via Winchester an 
Leesburg, to the Potomac River, a distance 0 
about 104 miles, and crossing that river at Ed- 
ward’s Ferry, it passes through the State of Mary- 
land about 57 miles to the city of Baltimore. Thus 
the line extends a total distance of 601 miles from 
Baltimore to Cincinnati, of which distance 381, 
miles—nearly two-thirds the entire length—are: 
along the banks of rivers. } 

There are 208 towns and cities directly on the line 
of the road, of which 188 have no railroad connec: 
tions whatever. Forty-two counties, with an aver- 
age population of 33,043, are passed through. The 
estimated cosi of construction given in the pros- 
pectus places the maximum cost of a first-class,, 
steel-rail, single track railway at $25,000 per mile 
or $15,000,000 for the 600 miles. To this the cost of 
erecting depots, warehouses, grain elevators, e8~ 
.tablishing repair shops, providing side tracks and 
‘rolling stock. and constructing telegraph lines, it is 


cestimated will add not more than $10,000,000, thus 


providing a complete road in running oraer, fully 
equipped, for $25,000,000. This sum, says the pros~ 
pectus, is only about one-fourth of the amounts ex- 
‘pended in establishing the other lines from Cincin- 
natito tke sea-board. The construction company 
which, it is announced, will build and equip the road 
isto be known asthe Union Improvement Company, 
and will have a ready cash capital of $10,000,00v, 
The projectors of the new road will hold a formal 
meeting next week, at which, it was said yester- 
day, representatives of Mr. Gould, Mr. Vanderbilt, 
and the Erianger interest will be present with oth. 
er well-known capitalists, and at which full plang 
for the future will be determined upon. ‘

‘YP. T. BARNUM’S ACTIVE INTEREST—-WHAT 
HE SAYS ABOUT VANDERBILT’S PLANS. 
GREENWICH, Conn., Oct. 28.—P. T. Barnum 
is taking an active interest inthe Parallel Road and 
its recent reorganization. He says ina printed in- 
terview: ‘‘The object of the new company is to 
have a road built which shall not exceed 2 cents a 
mile in its charges. Ifit can save half an hour by 
avoiding draw-bridges, that is another object. 
Vanderbilt has made a proposition to buy anything 
we might have to sell, and he was told he might

He said he would see about it, That is all the ne- 
gotiations that have been btween us. I wish it dis- 
tinotly understood that I consider the enterprise a 
perfectly good investment. The company is 4 
Strong one, and the money is ready to pourin 
within 24 hours after we are all ready. The 
contractors are ready, and we know just what 
the road can be built for. If the road is built lam 
confident we can make some arrangement to take 
Vanderbilt's freight. The moment the road is ac- 


cepted by the Railroad Commissioners we sball go 


right ahead, and we have done all that is necessary‘ 


to secure that result, and have filled all require- 
ments. The company bas many vital advantages 
over the proposed road in process of survey by 
Vanderbilt’s agents, and if Vanderbilt can get his 
road going by. next Summer, as he says, the Par- 
allel can still be ahead of him. There is plenty of 
money behind the company, and_ millions are 
ready to go in as soon as required. I would like to 
have it understood that our relations with the 
New-York, New-Haven and Hartford are of 
the pleasantest possible character. The road 
has always been well conducted, although 
there have reeently been some accidents, and 
personally I do not care 80 much 
who builds a arailel road. although tt 
I consider 1s a good investment. We want a road 
built, but we want it distinctly understood that we 


shall not sell out to any road unless the interests 
of the company are considered.

ages on emigrant business. This ends the conflict 
between the Eastern and Western trunk lines for 
the present, all the roads having agreed to allow 
the Western lines to make their own terms on the 
emigrant business.

REPORTS, ORDERS TO OFFICERS, 
AND OTHER MATTERS. 
RECOMMENDATIONS OF THE CHIEF OF ORD- 

NANCE AND THE EXPENSES OF THE SER- 
VICE—NEWS FROM VESSELS ON FOR- 
RIGH STATIONS — TRANSFERS AND 
LEAVES OF ABSENCE. ’ 
WASHINGTON, Oct, 28.—Gen. Benét, Chief of 
Ordnance of the Army, has completed his annual 
report, and will to-morrow present it to the Secre- 
tary of War. Gen. Benét details the principal oper- 
.ations of the Ordnance Department during the 
fiscal year ended June 30. The total amount of ex- 
penditures was $1,637,593 79. The stations and 
duties of officers remain about the same as reported 
last year. A tribute is paid to the memory of the 
late Col. J. G. Benton, who commanded the Na- 
tional Armory at Springfield, Mass. During the 


fiscal year there were made at Springfield 26,528 
rifles and carbines. The liberal expenditure of 


money for target practice, that soldiers may become 
good marksmen, is recommended. Target prac- 
tice, Gen. Benét thinks, should be given to each 
man in our small Army. The total cost would be 
per annum abous $212,500 for actual service, and 
for a reserve supply of ammunition it is estimated 
that a further appropriation of $300,000, as the least 
amount, should be made. Gen. Benét says: ‘* For 
the purpose of more completely arming and equip- 
ping the whole body of the Militia, the perma- 
nent appropriation of $200,000, made in 1808, 
should be largely increased, and so I recom- 
mend. Im war the country most depends upon 
its citizens for soldiers. Its Militia, well 
armed, well organized, and thoroughly disci- 
plined, must constitute its armed force. The 
absence of alarge standing Army must be com- 
pensated by the number of its eitizen soldiers, and 
a large increase in the appropriation, as herein 
suggested, is the most economical way of solving 
this important question of alarge armed force 


with a small standing Army.” The report also 


says: “The well-being and efficiency,of tho Army 
require the peremptory retirement of officers at 
the age of 62 years. The Army law governing re- 
tirements should be made to conform to that of 
the Navy, fixing by statute the age when the officer 
is retired. Such a law would shield the officer 
from invidious’selections to his disadvantage, and 
give what is so much needed, a hearty flow of pro- 
motions to the advantage of the young and vigor- 
ous.” ;

LARGE FIRE IN CINCINNATI. 
CINCINNATI, Oct, 28.—A fire this evening 
broke out in the John Mitchell Building, at the 
south-west corner of Johnand Second streets. The 
building is of brick, seven stories high, and is 150 
feet long by 100 feet wide.

FINAL DISCUSSIONS IN THE CONVENTION— 
ADDRESSES BY ADVOCATES OF THE 
MEASURE. 


St. Lovis, Oct. 28.—The Mississippi Im- 
provement Convention reassembled at 10:30 o’clock 
this morning. The following telegram was read by 
the Secretary: 


WASHINGTON, Oct, 27. 

To Michael McInnis, President Executive Committee: 

I sincerely regret that I cannot visit St. Louis at 
this time and take part in the proceedings of your 
convention. The measure which you assemble to 
consideris one of great national importance and 
entitled to prompt and favorable consideration by 
Congress. Official engagements imperatively de- 
tain me here and deprive me of the privilege of 
enforcing my views by a public address, 


JAMES G. BLAINE. 

Ex-Gov. McEnery, of Louisiana, then made his 
motion to reconsider the vote by which the sup- 
plemental report of the Committee on Resolutions 
was rejected by the convention yesterday. The 
motion was seconded by delegates from Missouri 
and Towa. Speeches were mado by delegates from 
Towa, Illinois, Michigan, Missouri, Alabama, Lou- 
isiana, and Kentucky, nearly all in favor of the mo- 
tion, and the resolution was reconsidered almost 
unamimously.

THE RECORD OF ACCIDENTS. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 28.—A disastrous explo- 

sion took place about 2:80 o’clock this afternoon 


in the fulminating-room of the Ordnance Depart- 
ment, at the Navy-yard. It was caused by the tak- 


ing fire of a rocket which one of the workmen was 
engaged in charging. The inner walls of the build- 
ing were demolished. George Lawrence was in- 
stantly killed and George W. Gates and Marion 
Thompson were severely wounded. 

. SELLERSVILLE, Penn., Oct. 28.—The Niagara 
express, which left Philadelphia at 9 o’clock this 
morning, was thrown from the track near this 
place by a misplaced switch. The train was run- 
ning at the rate of about 25 miles an hour, when 
John Welsh, the engineer, discovered that the 
switch was open. He applied the brakes at onee, 
but it was too late to prevent the train from leav- 
ing the track. The engine ran some distance on 
the ties, and finally turned over and was com- 
pletely wrecked. None ot the cars, however, was 
much injured. John Welsh, the engineer, had his 
skull fractured and both arms broken, and*has 
since died. The fireman escaped serious injury by 
jumping from the engine. None of the passen- 
ers was severely injured, a few receiving slight 
bruises from the shock.

The skull was 
not fractured, but death was probably caused by 
concussion of the brain. Mrs. Cook has for a num- 
ber of years intimated that she was of unsound 
mind, and in her bedroom was found an undated 
letter, saying she was crazy. and if she should 
atany be found dead, she wished her son to be 
good to his father, expressing at the same time the 


best of wishes for her husband's welfare. Tho 


letter may have been written long ago, and fore- 
shadowed no attempt upon her, husband’s life. 
The general theory is that the woman administered 
poison to her husband, then inflicted the blow 
upon herself, but in what manner cannot be con- 
jectured. An examination of the bodies will be 
made and the stomachs kept for analysis. 

Omaua, Neb., Oct. 28.—News was received 
at the Union Pacific Railroad head-quarters to-day 
of the murder of J. Hinckley, agent of the com- 


pany at Franklin, Utah, on the Utah and Northern 
ranch of the road. The murder occurred at 10 
o’clock Thursday night. Two masked men, pre- 
sumed to be strangers, entered the depot and 
pointing revolvers at Hinckley’s head, ordered him 
to throw up his hands. Before he could make a 
move a revolver was discharged and the shot 
passed through his neck, killing him almost in- 
stantly. The murderers, whose object is supposed 
to be the robbery of the station, turned and ran, 


from which it is concluded that the discharge of 
the revolver was unintentional. General Superin- 
tendent Clark, of the Union Pacific Railway, has 
been authorized to offer $1,000 reward for the ar- 
rest and conviction of the murderers. 

ROCHESTER, Penn., Oct. 28.—Two men 
secreted themselves in the Beaver County Court- 
house during the night. This morning about 7 
9) clock County Treasurer McDawson went to the 
office to get some money to use in Pittsburg. 
As he opened the safe the men jumped from their 
hiding-place, and one of them struck him on the 
head with a handy billy, knocking him senseless. 
When he came to, the thieves had: succeeded in 
getting away, taking with them $13,000. A reward 
of $500 has been offered for their capture. 

Hawirax, Nova Scotia, Oct. 23.—Angus 
McLeod, of Halifax, Collector of Inland Revenue, 
who was recently suspended, has been committed 
for trial at the Supreme Court, charged with a seri- 
ous defalcation. The Halifax branch of the Inland 
Revenue Department has been singularly unfortu- 
nate. Six years ago the then Collector of Customs 
disappeared. Two years ago another Collector 
was dismissed for misconduct, and now comes the 
present difficulty. 

DENVER, Col., Oct. 28.—The Republican re- 
ports that Del Lockhart, ** Kid’’ Coulter, and a man 
known as **Slim”’ were lynched at Tierra Amarilla, 
Col., on Wednesday night. Lockhart and “ Slim” 
were arrested a few weeks ago for horse-stealing, 
and Coulter was imprisoned for a murder com- 
mitted at Chama nine months ago. The immediate 
cause of the lynching was the discovery of a plot 
of Coulter to kill the guard and escape.

DISASTERS TO V&SSELS. 

LONDON, Oct. 28.—The British steamer Cal- 
liope, from Odessa for Bremen, has been totaily 
lost on the Spanish coast. Only one person was 
saved. 

Additional wreckage is being washed ashore from 
the vessel lying capsized off Wells, England, sup- 
posed to be the Italian ship Anna Pizzorno, Capt. 
Foss, from Grimsby, before reported. 

The British ship S. Vaughan, Capt. Scott, from 
Liverpool for Valparaiso, before reported off Ly- 
tham, England, in a dangerous position, has been 
docked at Liverpool.

IS A RIVER PILOY A MARINER? 

Kineston, N. Y., Oct. 28.—Some contro- 
versy has arisen here of late over the disposition 
of the property left by the late Augustus Tremper, 
a pilot of the steamer Thomas Cornell, who died 
whiie at service on that vessel in June last. He 
had been iil for some time previous to nis death at 
his home, near this city, and, contrary to the ad- 


vice of his physician, insisted upon resuming his 
place at the wheel of his steamer on the night of his 
death. While there taken suddenly worse, it seems 
he called Samuel Coles, an officer of the boat to 
his bedside, told him he was going to die, handed 
him two bank-books, showing deposits in the sav- 
ings banks of this city to the amountof $9,000. 
This, he said, was all he was worth, and he re- 
quested that it be given to his two sons, Augustus 
and William. He also left a widow and one 
davghter, for whom it now appears no pro- 
vision was made in the dyimg man’s bequest. 
This widow, Margaret Tremper. as Administratrix, 
recently brought an action against Samuel Coles, 
the custodian of the bank-books, in the Supreme 
Court, before Judge Osborn, who has ordered that 
the bank-boeks be delivered to her and the other 
Administrators. But it is now probable that the 
sons wiil commence an action to determine the 
legal aspect of the father’s actin delivering the 
bank-books, with the request stated, to Mr. Coles; 
whether or not such act can be regarded as @ valid 
will, The argument before Judge Osborn was on 
a demurrer, which he decided to sustain, on the 
ground that the defendant had no personal interest 
in the action or title to the property iu question. The 
statute provides that a soldier or mariner may 
make a valid will by word of mouth. But, owing 
to the residence of the deceased man being here, 
and only a portion of his time being oceupied on 
the water, the novel question presented is: Does 
the statutory clause “mariner while at sea” coyer 
his case as & Hudson River pilot?

THE TUCSON SUSPENSION. 

Tucson, Arizona, Oct. 28.—It has just been 
ascertained that Dr. C. H. Lord, of the firm of 
Lord & Williams, bad not been heard from since 
his departure from here three weeks ago. The 
firm had been telegraphing to all points between 


New-York and Denning to find out where he was. 
Last evening a dispatch was received here saying 
that Dr. Lord was very sick at St. Vincent’s Asy- 
lum, St. Louis. This intelligence, given to the pub- 
lie, at once explains what appeared to be a mys- 
tery. A member of the firm here states that all will 
be made right, and they felt as though they 
could pay every dollar of indebtedness and 
have ample means to continue the business. Dr. 
Lord had started for St. Louis to secure payments 
on account of beef contracts he is carrying for the 
Government. Rumors that the banking branch of 
the concern had accepted money after the assign- 
ment was made are contradicted. Reports that 
Government funds were short are without founda- 
tion, the Government Inspector having examined 
and found everything right.

RAILWAYS AND THE TELEGRAPH 
MAKING IT MODERN. 
NO.LONGER TO BE SO GAULISH THAT IT: IS. 
SCARCELY FRENCH—NOR PERHAPS TO. 
BE THE ONE CORNER WHERE MONARCH- 
ICAL SENTIMENT RETAINS ITS POWER—. 


COSTUMES, DRUIDS, AND CHURCHES, 
From the London Saturday Reuiew. 

It can no longer be affirmed, with. any 
literal exactwess, that ‘‘a couple of days’’—we 
may now say 12 hours—“‘off from Paris or South- 
ampton we may reach a race of men more difficult 
to piece on to modern society than those who live 
by the Nile or the Ganges, or sell one another be- 
neath the Line.” No doubt, as we stand in the 
(Champ des Martyrs, near Auray, or under the 
gloomy walls of the Salorges at Nantes, converted 
yinto atemporary prison, when, according to the 
brutal jest of the infamous Carrier, ‘le décret de 
déportation a été exécutée verticalement,” and some 
9,000 persons were destroyed in the course of three 


or four months, we may reflect that, in spite of 


treacherous massacres of royalist soldiers and the 
wholesale drowning fof men, women, and children 
in the hideous noyades, the Bretons still to a great 
extent “ believe in their priests.” ‘* Pontivy” has 
outlived the fantastical attempt to rechristen it 
Napoleonville; “‘ the cross is everywhere” stiil—or 
oftener the crucifix—at the cross road, on the: 


moor, at the end of the village street, by the 


ehurch-yard gate; the marvelous Calvary of ‘ Plou- 
gastel, though somewhat marred in its details, re- 
tains its quaint solemnity; and the beautiful 
church of Notre Dame de Folgoet still preserves: 
the memory of Salaun, the canonized idiot lad, 
from whose neglected grave ‘there sprouted 
the miraculous lily plant with his only, 
recorded utterance, ‘Ave Maria,” inscribed on 


every leaf. Brittany was shown at the last 
elections to be the one corner of France where the 
monarchical sentiment retains its power; and there 
are still whole regions there, out of the towns, 
where few of the men, and none of the women, 
understand a word of ordinary French. But, 
nevertheless, there isa perceptible difference. It 
is ¢.g. a rare exception in the Tyrol tosee a peasant 
pass the wayside cross or frescoed shrine without 
doffing his cap; in Brittany, where the crosses are 
quite as frequent, it is almost as exceptional to see 
any passer-by take the slightest notice of them. 
The churches are open all day, but during the 
greater part of it theirsilence is only broken by the 
almost “‘invariable ticking of the clock” or the 
clattering sabots of the two or three old women 
who are usually to be found there; it is fair to add, 
however, that there is a considerable attendance in 
the early mornings.feven of week-days, while on 
Sundays a large number of men maybe seen at 
the low masses, though comparatively few are 
present at high mass or vespers. 

But it is clear from many little signs that the old 
devotion, or superstition, or simplicity, or what- 
ever we please to call it, is gradually dying out. 
The departed spirits no longer appear on All Souls 
day in the Bay of Trépasede-—-where the vast and 
wicked city of Ys, ‘‘the modern Sodom,” sunk 
under the avenging wave—is compelled to submit 
its mystery to the realistic handling of archezlogt- 
cal research. The schoolmaster is abroad even in 
Brittany, and the bright intelligent boy, who acts 
as your cicerone to the curious dolmen called the 
**Butte de César’ at Locmariaker, is as much at 
home in French as in his native Breton tongue, and 
will tell you of brothers of his who are also adepts 
in English. We are by no means disposed to in- 
dorse the sweeping indictment, brought by some 
English sojourners in Brittany, that ‘‘all the men 
are atheists,’’ which at most is only true of a por- 
tion of the upper class, but there is too much reason 
to fear that a great many of them are at least 
occasional drunkards, and it is certain that 
the English tourist has taught them 
to#J keep a much sharper eye on their 
gains than formerly, though the general cost of 
traveling in Brittany is still decidedly below the 
average of the rest of France. Of the old costume, 
of which splendid specimens may be seen inthe 
museum at Quimper, little remainsin ordinary use, 
as faras male attire is concerned, except at some 
out-of-the-way places like Pont Abbé; but the 
female head-dress, though not so picturesque as 
the high caps worn on high days and holidays in 
Normandy, hasa stranger effect from its close 
similarity to conventual forms, and as female ser- 
vants supply the place of the garcon at almost all 

3reton table d’hétes, it is difficult at first to avoid 
the impression thatlay sisters are waiting upon 
you—and generally, it must be confessed, waiting 
very clamsily. Indeed, there is a marked superi- 
ority of the man over the woman, both in appear- 
ance and intelligence, observabie, as % rule, 
throughout the country. 

But most travelers in Brittany at the present day 
will find their chief interest in the scenery and the 
architectural monuments, whether Christian or 
**Druidieal,”’ as they are sometimes vaguely 
termed, though this use of the phrase Druidical is 
at best but a veil to disguise our ignorance. The 
scenery of rittany generally, and notably of cer- 
tain districts—such as the neighborhood of Quim- 
perlé and Lannion, and the region lying between 
Huelgoet and Carhaix—differs eonspicuously, and 
most favorably, from the dull, uninteresting, dead- 
level characteristic of;Northern France elsewhere. 
Bothin detail and general effect the moors and 
river banks and wooded slopes, with their granite 
rocks and rich growth of ferns of every kind, will 
recall to those familiar with it the lovely scenery 
of South Devon. ‘The pedestrian may roam for 
miles and miles along the steep, rocky banks of 
the Isole and Ellé, or track the sparkiing, dashing 
Guier up from Lannion to the ruined castle of 
Tonguédec, or explore the wooded heights and 
moors that stretch far away from Huelgoet—where 
the sight of a mountain chalet of Anne of Brit- 
tany, secluded from ail sounds but that of the 
rushing waterfall, is still shown—and may well 
fancy himselt on Dartmoor, or on the banks of the 
Erme or the Yealm, or—but for the absence of lakes 
—in parts of Westmoreland or Cumberland. 

There can no longer be any doubt, after recent 
exhumations, of the sepulchral nature of the do!- 
meus, consisting of two or more upright stones 
with another or several others laid over them, 
while it 1s more than probable that every dolmen 
was originally covered by a tumulus, though in 
many cases the superincumbent earth has wholly 
or partially fallen away or been removed in the 
lapse of ages. Of the proper destination of the 
menhirs, whether for religious er civil or sepul- 
chral purposes, it is less easy to speak with confi- 
dence, no bodies having been as yet discovered 
buried underthem. But it isa mistake to suppose, 
as might be gathered from the ordinary guide- 
books, that a continuous street, soto term it, of 
these monumental stones stretches for miles 
from Kerlescant to Menac. They are found 
in groups at various intervals between 
these extreme points, but there is nothing to show 
that any continuous line ever existed, and solitary 
menhirs, or two or three together, are frequently 
found elsewhere, while many more have fallen or 
been broken up for farm buildings and the like. 
That similar monuments are occasionally to be seen 
in Cornwall and Wales is not wonderful—whatever 
explanation of their desigr be accepted—when we 
recollect, what the very names of Wales and Corn- 
wall indicate, that the same Celtic race who peo- 
pled Brittany passed over to the western shores of 
this island, where they left indel.ble traces both oa 
the soil and in the blood and language of the native 
inhabitants. 

We have left ourselves little room to speak of, 
the church architecture of Brittany, on which’ 
alone a volume might be written. [t has been 
justly observed that the older parish churches 
have a peculiar character of hardness, dreariness, 
and almost grotesque sternness about them. This 
arises partly from the granite without and white- 
wash within, while the heavy appearance is greatly 
increased, both within and without, sometimes by 
the church ending in across transept at the east 
end without a chancel, and much oftener from the 
unbroken lines of the long. low roof extending 
over the side aisles without any clerestory, which 
mars the grandeur even of the very striking Coi- 
legiate Church at Pont Croix, and is only partially 
relieved, there or elsewhere, by the tall and grace- 
ful spire of pierced granite which {s.so common a 
feature of otherwise quite insignificant village 
churebes. Such a nobie shrine as that of our Lady 
of Folgoet, erected in the fourteenth century —ene 
of the finest churches in Brittany after the cathe- 
drals—must be considered exceptional. Its solem- 
nity of effect, as a whole, is not less remarkabie 
than the exquisite tracery of porches and windows 
and rood-screen; nor does the peculiar structure 
of the long southern transept, with its magnificent 
porch and the three altars against its eastern wall 
—looking like a subsidiary aisle, turned at right 
angles tothe body of the church—convey any im- 
pression of ungracefulness, while the lofty spires, 
over 150 feet high, flanking the western porch, add 
much to the lightness a3 well as the dignity of the 
general appearance. 

If the Breton Cathedrals retain something of the 
stern simplicity they have more than all the gran- 
deur of the best specimens of parish churehes. 
None of them can boast the wealth of ancient 
stained glass which is the special glory of Chartres, 
or the marvelous and unique grace of the eastern 
end of Le Mans, with its double cincture of choir 
aisles and cordon of side chapels beyond them, 
and forest work of flying buttresses and pinnacles, 
as it is visible, unlike too many French cathedrals, 
from the broad open space around it. But Quim- 
per, which is the finest, and St. Pol de Léon, one of 
the oldest, of the cathedrals in Brittany, which 
bears astrong family likeness to Quimper on a 
smaller scale, have also their double row of choir 
aisles, and Quimper is rich—though not so rich as 
Chartres—in old painted glass, while the lofty 
roof, rising to a height of 120 feet, and the two 
western spires of 250 feet high, add greatly to its 
external grandeur. ‘The cathedral towers of Léon 
are somewhat dwarfed by the immediate nelghbor- 
heod of the gigantic Creisker spire, nearly 400 feet 
high, overshadowing a church not large or other- 
wise remarkable, except for the perceptible incli- 
nation of the nave—not the choir—in a southerly 
direction, a specialty observable in the choirs of 
some other Breton churches. . 

The strength of two successive forms of social 
and religious life, once full of ereative power—the 
pagan and the medieval—is traced in imperishable 
characters on the stones of Carnac and on the 
granite shrines of Folgoet and St. Barbe, and in 
those mute memorials is contained the history of 
Brittany. It wili no doubt gradually become as- 
similated te the life of modern France, as the old 
nomenclature is already succumbing to the new 
departmental divisions of Vinistere, or Morbiban, 
or Cétes du Nord; but the more completely it suc- 
ceeds in iduntifying itself with the “ideas of 
89,” and 
of “le pays le plus arriéré de ja France,’’ 
the more entirely will it lose ali identity 
with its own past. The ‘revolutionary 
torrent” of advancing intellect, to cite an ugly jest 
of Carrier’s, may prove far mord effective than the

MORE ABOUT WHAT THE CHARLESTON PAPER 
CALLS A LUCKY LUNACY FOR THE PEO-

The operations in Confederate securities 
have been quite active among the Charleston 
brokers during the past week, and immense 
amounts have been bought in this market at prices 
ranging from $2 50 to $5a thousand. The demand 


continues good, and the brokers generally have 


entered the market and are buying all the coupon 
bonds that are offered, "They ~~ actin ar 
instructions from New-York houses, who , = turn 
are buying on account of the English holders of 
Confederate securities, Major E. Willis has made 
the largest purehases in this market. He began 
operations on last Friday, and has bought 
more than $5,000,000 in Confederate bonds, 
6s and 8s, with the coupons of 1865 
attached. Yesterday he purchased about 
$1,500,000 of these bonds, which find ready sale at 
from $4 to $5a thousand, according to quantity. 
The Confederate 7s rate at $3 to $3 50 a thousand, 
and find slow sale. Mr, E. M. Moreland has bougnt 
in small quantities about $1,500,000 of 6s and &s. R. 
M. Marshall & Brother haye bought a few bun- 
dred thousand; W. 8. Hastie & Son have made 
small purchases, and so with other brokers in the 
city. 

The sale of the bonds has put $40,000 or $50,000 of 
good money in circulation in this city. Some of the 
buyers fear that any publication of the ready sale 
of the bonds will have a tendency to ** depress the 
market,’’ while others think that the large holders 
of the securities will stand back for better prices. 
The cotton bonds are the only securities that are 
regarded by the brokers as of any intrinsio value. 
Col. R. J. Moses, a prominent lawyer of Columbus, 
Ga., is acting for the American holders of the Con- 
federate bonds who intend to get the Confederate 
deposits inthe Bank of England by litigation of 
compromise. Col. Moses is a relative of Mr. Judah 
P. Benjamin, one of the old Confederate Cabinet. 
who has been retained in this suit. ’ 

It was rumored in the streets yesterday that an 
enterprising New-England firm, as soon as the de- 
mand forthe bonds sprang up, started a factory 
for the purpose of manufacturing them {n order to 
supply our English cousins with all the article that 
they want. The rumor could be traced to no au- 
thoritative source, but it is remembered that dur 
ing the late war, out of which the Confederate 
bonds sprang, our brethren at the North supplied 
us with even a better article in the shape of Con- 
federate currency than we were able to manufac- 
ture at home, and so there may be something in 
the rumor after all.

MEAT EXPORTED FROM HUNGARY, 


From the London Times. 

For several years the question of the expori 
of fresh meat from Hungary to France and Eng: 
land has been agitated, but the prohibition by Ger 
many of the import and even transit trade of liya 


stock and fresh meat destroyed the trade, as it 


barred the shortest and cheapest road to the west, 
As the repeal of the railway tariff convention 
with Germany has led to efforts to find another 
outlet at Fiume, and as the construction of the Arl- 
berg Railway will open a direct connection with 
Switzerland and France, so in this case, also, a nev 
road is being tried for the meat export from Hum 
gary, and the International Supply Company oi 
London a few days ago began the export of fresh 
meat from Buda-Pesth to Paris. The beginning 
has been made in modest proportions, only twa 
wagons being sent daily, one of beef and the other 
of mutton. Only animals of the best quality are 
used, They are siaughtered in the large public 
slaughter-house, which is under the control of the 
Sanitary authorities of the town, and special lo- 
calities have been assigned to the contractor for 
his work. The whole work is under the caré 
of two Englishmen. The slaughtered animals are¢ 
hung up for 24 hours in the cooling-room, and then 
quartered and sewn into sacks and weighed. Tha 
wagons, which are brought to the cooling-room, 
are constructed according to the American system, 
The ice is piled under the roof, and the wagon it: 
self is provided with a ventilating apparatus. The 
meat is hung on iron hooks fastened to the roof ol 
the wagon. Each wagon holds 25 oxen or 300 sheep. 
The transport goes via Italy, and is calculated to 
take from five Sto six days, The company has se 
cured a reduction on all the lines which its trans 
port passes, and a further reduction fs stipulated 
for meat trains of 18 wagons. The tria! excites 
great interest all over Hungary, as the prohibition 
of the cattle export on the part of Germany has 
greatly injured the formerly flourishing export 
tradein this article, and as by the success of the 
trial the trade may revive in another and perhaps 
more advantageous form, With the experiencé 
gained by the meat transport via Italy, the way 
may be found for the export of live stock also by

BURIAL OF THE BRITISH FLAG. 
From the Pall Mall Gazette. 

The Transvaal Argus of the 6th of August 
contains a longaccount of aceremony which took 
place on the 3d in Pretoria.g2A number of English: 
men there had decided to “‘commit to the earth 
the emblem of their country’s greatness.” This 
was regarded as ““asolemn and emphatic protest 
against the treatment which British subjects and 
the British flag has received at the hands of the 
British Government.”” The funeral was arranged 


to take place as nearly as possible at the time when 
it was expected that the convention would be 
signed. A vehicle draped with black was pro- 
vided, drawn by two horses clothed in sables.* 
Inside the carriage a raised platform was 
placed to receive the. coffin, upon the lid of 
which the following inscription was placed: 
“In loving memory of the British flag in the 
Transvaal, who departed this life on the 2d An- 
gust, 1881, in her fifth year. ‘In otherelimes none 
knew thee but to love thee.” Resurgam.’’ The 
coffin which contained the flag was placed upon 
the platform provided amid the deepest silence and 
the uncovered heads of the people assembled, 
About 350 white people followed the hearse, and 
alarge number of Kafir chiefs and their retinue 
fell in, making the total number about 600 in the 
procession. On arrival at the grave the coffin was 
taken from the hearse and lowered into the place 
prepared forit *’ withthe greatest reverence and 
decorum,” and an oration was delivered referring 
to the glories associated with the British flag for a 
thousand vears—a flag now “laid lowin the dusé, 
wounded to the heart by an unkind thrust, shorn 
of aportion of her honor.” At the head of the 
grave was placed a tombstone bearing the same ins 
scription as that on the coffin.

NEW PUBLICATIONS 
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THE NOVEMBER MAGAZINES. 
THE ATLANTIC. 

— Without possessing any one article that 
commands exceptional and strong interest, 
the November Atlantic has several papers 
that are very readable, and fairly representa- 
tive of the best work we are accustomed regu- 
larly to see in its pages. ‘‘ When Did the Pil- 
grim Fathers Land at Plymouth?’ by Mr. §. 
H. Gay, touches the heart of New-England 
more than that of New-York; but our 
rival New-England Societies will neverthe- 
less find in it much that vitally 
concerns them. Mr. Gay, at the start, dis- 
misses, as requiring no further discussion, the 
point whether the 21st or the 22d of December is 
the correct date, remarking, at the same time, 
with a serenity that may give inordinate pleas- 
ure to Brooklyn, that itisno longer seriously 
disputed that the New-York society is out of 
Its reckoning by a single day, while the Brcok- 
lyn pilgrims are altogether right in choosing 
the 21st. Mr. Gay makes a detailed statement 
of the origin of this error, quoting the passage in 
‘*“Mourt’s Journal,” where a comma in the place 


ofa semi-colon didallthis unhappy work. But 
ne goes still further before he is done, and holds 
that, sofar as landing on Plymouth Rock is 
concerned, there was no landing there by any- 
body on the 2ist. Two events, he says, have 
been confounded—the presence of the May- 
flower passengers and some of the ship’s com- 
any in Plymouth Harbor on the 21st, and the 
anding of all the colonists at Plymouth a fort- 
nicht later. This unfortunate conelusion will 
check the unseemly satisfaction which the be- 
ginning of the article will create in 
Brooklyn. ‘The Theory of a Common Ori- 
gin for All Languages” is by Mr. John Fiske, 
who does not take kindly to the old notion that 
all known languages have, in some way, de- 
scended from Hebrew. He says it is not 
too much to say that the great learning and 
ingenuity which have been expended in the 
attempt to detect some primordial similarity 
between the Semitic languages and languages 
of Aryan descent have been ‘‘ utterly wasted.”’ 
What has come in of late years to set aside all 
such speculations is the growing belief in the 
antiquity of the humanrace. Since man has 
doubtless possessed the power of articulate 
speech for some thousands of centuries, 
it does not seem worth while, he 
adds, longer to pursue a theory for whieh the 
existing records carry us back no more than 
four or five thousand years. He concludes 
that in speech, as in other human affairs, prog- 
ress is from fragmentariness to solidarity; 
that at the beginning there were many hostile 
tribes, representing hundreds of halt-formed 
dialects, as at the end there are a few mighty 
nations representing very few languages, 
but these rich and _ precise in their 
structure and vocabularies. In ‘“ ‘The 
Romance of Modern Life,” by an anony- 
mous writer, it is argued that our age 
is not the prosaic one it is often said, with 
more triteness than truth, to be. In public 
life the writer cites the career of Victor Em- 
manuel, and in private, the story of Lady 
Ellenborough and that of Capt. Trelawney, 
>oth so recently dead. ‘*Among Lowell Mill- 
Girls: a Reminiscence,” is by Lucy Larcom. 
It affords a clear and refreshing insight into 
the lives of these industrious and brave young 
women, as they were passed many “ years 
ago, telling how the girls came to enter 
upon their toilsome vocations and what 
were their amusements and sources of intel- 
lectual pleasures, such as reading Carlyle’s 
and Macaulay’s essays, hearing Mr. Emerson 
lecture, and listening to taJk about Brook 
Farm. Severalarticles toward the close of the 
number are extended book reviews. One on 
Grimm’s ‘‘ Life of Goethe” has limited sympa- 
thy with the great man’s heart. Indeed, it 
does not grant that he had any heart at all. 
** Dr. Breen’s Practice”’ still meets the eye on 
the first page, and there are further chapters 
of Mr. James’s ‘* Portrait of a Lady.” ‘ The 
Contributors’ Club” this month is dull. 


THE NORTH AMERICAN. 

—The Marquis of Blandford has chosen a 
very happy title for his article on the British 
Constitution in the present number of the 
North American Review. He calls it “‘ Eng- 
land’s Hereditary Republic,’’ and what he says 
might be read with profit and entertainment 
by any student of modern political institu- 
tions. He holds that the basis of public life in 
England to-day is far nearer, in sympathy, to 
the American idea than tho institutions of 


France are or ever were. The great difference 
between England and this country does not 
lie so much in their vital functions of govern- 
ment asin the means they possess for carry- 
ing them into effect. Representative institu- 
tions have always existed in England, he says 
—though at one time inastate of infancy— 
and hardly at any time was the country goyv- 
erred by a really autocratic sovereign, Amer- 
lca, so to speak, has merely chosen a new site 
on which to erect her republic, whereas Eng- 
land, like a rich man who builds himself a 
mansion about the ruins of an ancient castle, 
has preserved in the Crown and in the 
hereditary aristocracy, that are parts of 
her political structure, the remains of a 
feudal architecture. The one country has 
for the future to solve the problem of an 
aristocracy founded on wealth, the other that 
of an aristocracy founded on hereditary titles 
and invested powers. There is in Boslend a 
50-called democratic party, but the radical sec- 
tion of it wields slight influence, the predomi- 
nant characteristic of the English race being 
an intense caution and 4istrust of all theories 
pushed to their ultimate conclusions. The 
Constitution is likely to endure because of its 
‘inherent powers of adaptation to altered sur- 
roundings.”’ As time goes on, the constitution 
of the House of Lords is likely to be “ pro- 
foundly modified,” while measures also will, 
sooner or later, be passed to deal with the 
laws of entail and testamentary provisions. 
“The Appointing Power,” by Senator George 
I. Hoar, concludes with a discussion of 
the bill drawn up by Mr. Eaton, as Chairman 
of Gen. Grant’s Civil Service Commission. He 
thinks the bill would be a ‘‘ setting out upon the 
right road.’’ It would enable the Executive 
“‘to make an honest and earnest effert to take 
the civil service of the country out of politics.” 
Nearly one-half of this number is taken up by 
Col. Ingersoll in a second article on “ The 
Christian Religion.” He explains at the out- 
set that his paperin the August number, to 
which Judge Black replied, was not written as 
a challenge to Judge Black. He naturally ex- 
pected, and indeed had been told, that an an- 
swer would be printed, but he was surprised to 
find that one had been written by a ‘‘ police- 
man,” He thinks it unfortunate that, in such 
discussions, one should resort to ‘* the slightest 
personal detraction,”’ and that the “ police- 
man” in question should have ‘‘more confi- 
dence in concussion than discussion.” ‘‘ Presi- 
dential Inability,” treated of here by Lyman 
Trumbull, Judge Cooley, Gen. Butler, and 
Prof. Dwight, has already been noticed at 
length on the editorial page of this paper.

APPLETONS’ JOURNAL. 

—Since America began to have original 
magazines of her own something of a growing 
prejudice has existed against home periodicals 
which reprinted a large amount of foreign 
matter. One almost unconsciously shares in 
this feeling, and perhaps it is because of -it 
that the reading of Appletons’ Journal so 
often awakens surprise. Were its matter 
original throughout its rank would certainly 
be, in a pure literary sense, among the 


worthiest of our magazines. Taken as a 
whole, we seldom meet with a number that 
does not, in many of its articles, engage 
close attention and afford real delight. ‘* Mr. 
Cimabue Brown on the Defensive,” from Bel- 
gravia, would well reward any one who might 
read it, whether he were an esthetic or a 
Philistine. Mr. Cimabue Brown counts it as 
the positive glory of his art revolution that 
Punch should have aitacked it, for Punch 
thus pays an indirect tribute to his vic- 
tory. Mr. Du Maurier’s friendly sallies he 
takes much as he supposes Mr. Gladstone 
takes the Punch caricatures of his own 
performances. ‘‘Over-production,” by Mr. 
George Chesney, is from the Fortnightly. 
The writer’s purpose is to show whether over- 
production is a possible thing. Generally 
speaking, he regards it as not possible. In 
most cases where it appears to occur it is really 
something else that has happened—the non- 
production of the usual supply of food. 
Should war or famine limit food supply, there 
is less export of it necessarily, and the demand 
for manufactured goods necessarily falls off at 
the same time. Mr. Chesney looks for but 
one kind of over-preduction, and the date of 
the occurence of that he placesin the indefinite 
future. It is the over-production of men 
which, in the face of the rapid extension of 
cultivation on an enormous sealein the New 
World, alone can result,after the completion of 
the great economical revolution which we are 
about to see, and which will be almost wholly 
beneficial to mankind. The ‘‘ Rambles 
Among _ Books’ chapter this month 
treats of ‘‘The Essayists,’”’ among whom 
are named Taylor, Bacon, Addison, Steele, 
Dr. Johnson, Charles Lamb, and Hazlitt. The 
article is from the Cornhill, and is entirely 
tree from that ostentatious and flatulent sort 
of dealing with literary facts known to every 
educated person which is ali too common in 
many of the lighter English magazines. Mr. 
Behr continues his ‘‘ Adventure in the Philip- 
pine Islands,’’ and Cherbuliez’s ‘‘ Saints and 
Sinners’? reaches its conclusion. ‘Suit the 
Action to the Word” is by Mr. Dutton Cook, 
and there is another installment of the inter- 
esting papers on Arabhumor. Abu Nuwas, 
the poet and jester of the Court of Haroun Al- 
raschid, and the first of Arab humorists, is the 
person to whom we are here introduced. 


THE CATHOLIC WORLD. 
—Catholic readers must find in this their 
representative magazine a great deal to enter- 
tain and instruct them. It is conducted, we 
should say, with duly pious and conscientious 
regard for the reader’s spiritual welfare, and 


we are sure it is with constant care and good 
judgment. Persons outside the Catholic fold 
might obtain from it no little useful informa- 
tion and good suggestion in the conduct of 
life. Of ‘‘Bourdalone,” by the Rev. J. V. 
O’Conor, this may with special truth be 
said, and so also of a paper on 
“Church Livings in England and in 
Spain,” by R. F. Farrell. Mr. Farrell 
shows that 27 Protestant prelates in England 
receive in total more than three times the sum 
allowed to 53 Catholic Bishops of all grades in 
Spain. Of course, Mr. Farrell makes no allow- 
ance for the enormous disproportion in the 
wealth of the two countries, nor for the other 
circumstances which will so far explain his 
contrast. Catholic Bishops have not in all 
times and countries been so poor as those of 
Spain now are, and it is well tor the Catholic 
Church they have not been. But human na- 
ture is very much the same the world 
over, whether in England or in Spain, 
in Italy of the Middle Ages, or in Cer- 
many of Luther’s time. ‘ Christian Jerusa- 
lem,’’ Mr. Hewit’s long serial, reaches in this 
number its fifth part, and Mr. O’Connor’s 
“Christian Conquest of Africa” is finished.

THE INTERNATIONAL REVIEW. 

—Hardly one article in this number of the 
International Review is of first-rate magazine 
quality. This couldso rarely have been said 
of the International in former times that the 
present falling off is the more to be regretted. 


The only foreigner who writes for the number 
is M. August Langel, who concludes his Victor 
Hugo pavers, which have not been brilliant. 
This last chapter is somewhat hard reading, 
and contains little that has not been said in 
other forms before. Of Dr. Boggs’s second 
chapter in reply to Mr. Atkinson on ‘ The 
Solid South” this is alsotrue. He has taken 
rather too much space to reply on, and he does 
not say a great deal that is especially new or 
forcibly expressed. Portions of the article 
are school-boyish. Its tone, however, with 
regard to the outcome of the war is com- 
mendable. The defeat he aceepts in good 
faith, remarking that the story of tho conflict, 
and the bitter misunderstandings which led to 


| it, will become ‘*‘ only another chapter in the 


philosophy of human nature.” ‘ Our Exports 
of Breadstuffs,’”? by R. H. Edmonds, is a really 
useful contribution. It deals chiefly with 
the growth of the America output 
during the past 60 years, and _pre- 
sents some very instructive and startling 
figures—figures which show how great already 
has been the American influence on the world’s 
supply of corn and wheat. For the five years 
ending in 1825, America exported only 72,874 
bushels of wheat, as against more than 5$2,- 
000,000 bushels for the six years just past. 
Flour has not increased in anything like the 
same proportion. It was 4,400,000 bushels for 
five years ending in 1825, and 30,800,000 for the 
six years now ended. Since 1876 wheat has 
nearly trebled,and flour has about donbled. 
In 1825 the percentage of flour in 
the combined total of flour and wheat 
was 99.61, but last year 1t was only 18.8, **An 
Acadian Governor,’”? by Gen. James Grant 
Wilson, is a sketch of Samuel Vetch, the first 
English Governor of Nova Scotia, to whose 
high qualities Gen. Wilson does not think jus- 
tice has been done.

The contest over the confirmation by the 
Senate of the nomination of StaTHAM to be 
Postmaster at Lynchburg, Va., is a very 
good illustration of the facility with which 
politicians make a great matter out of a 
very small affair. Wrson, the present 
Postmaster at Lynchburg, is deficient in his 
accounts, and has been obliged to call in 
his friends to help him make good his bal- 
ances.

national banks to buy it as security for their 


circulation, and then making it practically 
impossible for them to surrender it, and, 
further, to pay off about three hundred mil- 
lions of the debt in ten years.

it is to be carried out at the next session of 
Congress. It would have been done, he 


says, last year, but that Mr. Hayes vetoed 
the Democratic bill, which, cries Mr. Ran- 
DALL, he ‘‘had no more right to do than I 
have to-night to cut your throats.’’ We are 


not aware that the Constitution of the 
United States gives Mr. Ranpatr the 
right to cut the throats of New-York 


Democrats unless overruled by a 
thirds vote of each house of

‘gress; but we are quite sure that Mr. Ran- 


DALL knows that it does give the President 
of the United States the right to veto any 
bill passed by Congress, subject to that con- 
dition. Mr. Ranpaui frequently shows 
good sense in his speeches to the House; why 
should he feel called upon, before a New- 
York audience, to talk ona plain question 
of constitutional law like a lunatic? Mr. 
Hayes vetoed the refunding bill because it 
took away, without notice, the right which 
the law had given the banks seven years 
before, to withdraw their circulation on 
deposit of legal-tender notes, dollar for dol- 
lar. He may have erred in so doing, but if 
he did, his error was approved by nine- 
tenths of the bankers, national and other, 
Democrats and Republicans, throughout the 
country. To say that in this use of the 
veto power he put himself on the level of a 
cut-throat is one of those stupid blunders of 
violence for which there is no excuse. 

Mr. RANDALL gave us a glimpse of an- 
other feature of the Democratic programme 
for this Winter. It is proposed, he says, to 
direct the disbursement for the redemption 
of bonds of $160,000,000 held by the Treas- 
ury as @ reserve against the outstanding 
legal-tender notes, payable on demand. 
Among the sweet uses of adversity it is evi- 
dent that the acquirement of common sense 
by Democrats is not included. Probably 
nothing which that party could do would so 


' confirm the rooted distrust of their capacity 


and honesty in ‘financé as‘ an attempt to 


‘empty the Treasury of the redemption re- 


serve. The mere discussion of the proposi- 


tion seriously by a man so high in the coun- 
sels of the party as Mr. RANDALL is caleu- 
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lated to disturb thecountry. ‘The law says,” 
he remarks, ‘‘that the Treasury may at any 
time issue any amount of bonds for 
the purchase of gold. This keeps us 
sure of specie payments, and nature keeps 
us sure of specie payments.’’ If this is the 
measure of Democratic wisdom in the leader 
of their party in the House, what may be ex- 
pected of the average Democratic Congress- 
man? A Government with a demand debt 
of $346,000,000 outstanding is deliberately 
advised to trust to borrowing on the spur of 
the moment and to luck to meet the 
debt if presented. It does not seem 
to have occurred to the  origina- 
tor of this astounding idea that if 
there should be a large presentation of notes 
for redemption it would be precisely at the 
moment when the Government could not 
borrow gold in great amount. As for the 
‘‘nature’’ which, in his opinion, ‘‘ keeps 
us sure of specie payments,’ it must be 
that ‘‘ nature’? which is popularly supposed 
to care for drunken men and children, but 
we have yet to be convinced that the Treas- 
ury of the United States could safely trust 
to any such agency to meet its enormous 
obligations. 

Mr. RANDALL’s conception of revenue re- 
form is equally simple and equally absurd. 
It is to ‘repeal all laws imposing internal 
taxes.’ He recognizes, and, unlike some of 
his protectionist friends, he confesses, that 
‘if you take off all internal taxation 
you must keep up the high protective 
tariff.” It is true that he adds: ‘‘ The 
tariff should be changed, and it shouid 
be done by a commission created 
for the purpose.”” But he does not 
indicate in what way it should be changed, 
and if this is to be done by a commission 
after the internal taxes have been repealed,’ 
it can readily be imagined that the changes 
in the direction of reduction will not 
amount to much. Here, then, is the Dem- 
ocratic financial programme, laid down 
deliberately by the most popular and 
powerful member of the House of 
Representatives: A 3 per cent. refunding 
bond, forced permanently on the banks, the 
destruction of the redemption reserve, the 
repeal of all internal taxation, the indefinite 
postponement of tariff reform by its refer- 
ence toa commission. The business men of 
the country can judge how far this wild 
policy would promote their financial and 
commercial interests. 


MISSISSIPPI RIVER IMPROVEMENT. 

The convention which has been in session 
for three days at St. Louis was called for a 
definite purpose, and the three hundred 
delegates or thereabout who have taken 
part in its proceedings represented States, 
cities, and commercial bodies interested in 
the accomplishment of that purpose. It 
was to be expected, therefore, that there 
would be a great degree of unanimity 


in its action. The call for the 
convention emanated from the Merchants’ 
Exchange of St. Louis, and was addressed 
only to those who were interested in promot- 


ing a certain-object. - This object is such an 


improvement of the channel of the Missis- 
sippi River and its navigable tributaries, 
under the authority and at the expense of 
the United. States Government, ‘‘as shall 
permanently secure safe and easy naviga- 


tion thereof, thereby cheapening freights,

foreign trade, 
and thus not only inviting increased produc- 


tion and population, but assuring greater 


prosperity to the whole people.” This com- 
prehensive statement is quoted from the 
resolutions adopted on Thursday, and seems 
intended to give a broad national basis to 
the work demanded. Still, the demand 


comes from a section of the country 


claimed to contain half the States 


and Territories and half the population of 
the Union. The question will naturally be 
raised whether this work in its full scope 
and extent is anational one, to which all the 


people are called upon to contribute alike as 
equal sharers in its benefits. 

It has long been the policy of the Govern- 
ment to make liberal appropriations for the 
improvement of rivers and harbors where it 


has been regarded as important to the gen- 


eral commerce of the Nation. But there 
has always been an effort to distribute the 
work and the expense over the country 


with an equitable regard for the claims of 
all sections. Out of this effort has come 
the evils and abuses of log-rolling in the dis- 
tribution of favors and benefits and much 
waste of public money. Now it is proposed 
by the representatives of the Mississippi 
Valley to urge upon Congress a complete 
and systematic improvement of the great 
water-ways of that section, to be carried on 
continuously from year to year until finished, 
as a work in itself of a national char- 
acter, and to be dealt with independ- 
ently of all other claims upon the public 
Treasury. Realizing that there was at least 
one rival water route from the interior to 
the sea-board out of whose interests oppo- 
sition might arise, the convention did adopt 
a supplementary resolution, after having 
once rejected it, requesting Congress ‘‘ not 
to overlook or disregard the establishment 
of free water communication between the 
Valley of the Mississippi and the tide-water 
of the East.’ The object of this is suffi- 
ciently plain, and in it the log-rolling spirit 
is exhibited anew.

The glowing statements of the productive 
capacity of the great Mississippi Valley, and 
of its contributions to the commerce of the 
country, albeit somewhat highly colored, 
contain no substantial exaggeration. Its 
future development promises to realize the 
most sanguine predictions. It is also 
true that cheap transportation from 
every part of this wide region to the 
ocean is a matter of great importance 
not only to its own people but to the whole 
country. It must further be granted that 
the great stream which, with its confluents, 
drains the vast basin between the Allegha- 


nies and the Rocky Mountains affords the 
chief natural outlet to the sea. But the ad- 


vantages furnished by nature are limited to 
the streams as they are found. Whatever 
is done to deepen their channels, to-con- 
fine their banks, to remove obstructions, 
and to maintain a. clear- outlet to the 
Gulf, is as much a work of art as the con- 
struction of canals or of railways. It may 
be a matter of economy to do this, and it 


may be proper to have it done by national 


nf 
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authority and at the national expense. This 
has to an extent been recognized as a matter 
of policy. But in connection with the pres- 
ent scheme the sectional character of the 
work must also be recognized. The interest 
of the people of the North-west is to se- 
cure the most economical transportation not 
merely to the sea, whether by way of New- 
Orleans or New-York, but to the ports be- 
yond the sea, and not merely for traffic in 
one direction, but in both directions. The 
commerce in which théy are concerned con- 
sists not simply in sending abroad the sur- 
plus of their bulky products, but in bringing 
back and distributing the merchandise re- 
ceived in exchange. The advantages of 
traffic both ways will enter into the deter- 
mination of the route for foreign commerce. 

Nature provides the Mississippi and its 
branches with their shoals and snags and 
rapids and mud-clogged outlets. It also 
furnishes the lakes, the Hudson River, and 
the transverse valley between them with all 
the possibilities of easy connection by water. 
Either route may have its obstacles removed 
and its difficulties overcome by a suf- 
ficient expenditure of labor and money. 
Which would require the greater out- 
lay for its complete ‘‘improvement’”’ 
and which would offer the greater 
advantages after being improved as a 
pathway of commerce from the interior of 
this continent and destined for the markets 
of other continents is a question not yet 
solved, or perhaps soluble. So far as the 
**Great West’’ is concerned, however proud 
it may be of the Father of Waters, it has no 
real cause for preferring one route to 
the other, except as it may be proved 
more economicai. In the remote future 
they will probably both. carry vast vol- 
umes of traffic, but for the time 
being there are certain cities and sections 
intermediate between the fields of produc- 
tion and the points of exportation which 
have rival interests. The immediate benefits 
of an improvement of the Mississippi route 
are sectional], and the practical question now 
is whether the whole country is to turn its 
resources at once to the rapid execution of 
that project, endeavoring to make the 
route ‘‘economical’’ for a. section by 
an extravagant outlay borne by the 
whole country. It is probable that 
the other route would ask something 
more than not to be overlooked in the mean- 
time, and there is danger that the two work- 
ing together would make a double demand 
on the Treasury of the Nation. Then 
where would the limit be set to public ex- 
penditure for improvements in the interest 
of cheap transportation, made ‘‘cheap’’ at 
an enormous expense? It is not probable 
that the Mississippi project will ever be 
worked through alone, and the only protec- 
tion against an enormous and extravagant 
scheme of public improvements, with unde- 
fined limits, is to ‘go slow’ and be careful 


in appropriating public funds for such pur- 
poses. 





ARBITRATION IN TREATIES. 


The recent Peace Congress at Geneva does 


not appear to have been made up of dele- 
gates of any especial prominence in the 
science of international law, or as politicians 
or statesmen. [In all probability it was at- 
tended by amiable and philanthropic mem- 


bers from various countries, who believe in 


universal peace and argue for it, but have 


no practical methods or plans for bringing 
about such a desirable result. The con- 
gress, however, did pass one resolution which 
has a distinct and practical bearing, andif it 


he carried out in any degree may have 


an important influence on international re- 


lations. The Executive Committee were 
requested to continue their efforts to secure 
a permanent treaty of arbitration between 
France and the United States, and it appears 


that the ‘International League of Peace,” 


which had called this congress, had already 


been in correspondence through Gen. NovrEs 
with our Government on this subject. One 
of the last official acts of President Hayrs 
was to signify to the American Ambassador 
at Paris his hearty approval of the proposi- 
tion to form a permanent treaty of arbitration 
with the French Republic. This is a 
thoroughly practical proposition of the 
Peace Congress and of the peace reformers. 


The two Governments of France and the 


United States were undoubtedly chosen on 
account of their (historically) friendly rela- 
tions and because there are likely to be but 
few questions which can disturb their har- 


mony. Then it is fitting that reforms in in- 


ternational relations should begin with re- 


publics which represent more closely the 
working classes of the world. And no class 
in modern society has anything like the in- 


terest in peace which the laboring class has. 


The proposal has precedents in its favor. 
The postal treaties of the United States with 
foreign powers include usually this sen- 
sible provision, that is, an agreement that if 
there is a dispute in regard to this par- 
ticular matter the question shall be referred 
to arbitration. Our Senate even went so far 


(in 1858) as to pass a general resolution that 
the President should in the future insert in 
all treaties an article binding the contracting 
parties to submit all differences between them 
to impartial arbiters. Nothing, however, 
came of this humane proposition. In 1873 
Senator Sumner went further and presented 
a resolution requiring the Government to 
recommend the adoption of arbitration 
in its relations with other nations. No 
doubt these proposals did accomplish 
something in preparing the public mind in 
America for amore general use of arbitra- 
tion in settling international difficulties. In 
Europe many of the commercial treaties and 
the various postal treaties contain a provi- 
sion for arbitration if dispute should arise. 
The Chambers of Belgium, Holland, and 
Sweden have each recommended at different 
times the insertion of such provisions in all 
treaties with foreign powers, and the Parlia- 
ment of Italy has passed a resolution favor- 
ing asimilar object, especially in commercial 
and postal treaties. 


The Government of Great Britain alone 
has shown itself most indifferent to such hu- 
mane proposals, partly, perhaps, from a want 
of belief in their practical character. But 
the experiments of arbitration already made 
between that Government and the American 
(though each was unsatisfactory to one of 
the litigants) should convince even the Brit- 
ish statesmen that arbitration 1s more’ than a 
dream of reformers and lovers of peace. 
The proposal in regard to France would be 


merely an agreement between this Republic 
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and the French that in the future any dis- 
pute or disagreement, of whatever character, 
between them should in the last resort be 
settled by arbitrament rather than by arms. 
The effect of this would be that in any ques- 
tion—the isthmus canal, for instance—where 
both parties felt themselves in the right, 
passion, pride, and anger would not be 
aroused in the dispute, and war begin 
in the feelings of both peoples before any 
overt act, because each side would know 
that in the last resort impartial arbi- 
ters would decide between them. This 
alone would give an opportunity for the 
voice of reason and Christianity to be heard. 
And in such a case it would be a very plain 
and violent invasion of our _ rights 
which would prevent a resort to ar- 
bitration after we had solemnly agreed 
to it beforehand. Certainly in this coun- 
try the ideas of the Christian religion 
have some power even in public questions, 
and the conscience of the people could not 
refuse arbitration when a treaty bound them 
to it. Even were the indignation of the 
Nation greatly aroused by some sudden act 
of apparent injustice and violence by French 
officials on American citizens, the Govern- 
ment, which is always cooler and more pru- 
dent than the people, would have ground 
for restraining wrath because of the pre- 
vious agreement to settle disputes by arbi- 
ters. Wecan hardly conceive a case where 
such a provision would injure us. It might 
save millions of treasure and streams of 
blood. 





THE NEW PARTNER. 

The visit of the King of Italy to the Em- 
peror FRANcIS JosepH is not viewed with 
any favor in France, where it is generally 
held to be a fresh proof of Italian ingrati- 
tude. Frenchmen are firmly convinced that 
the existence of the Italian Kingdom is 
wholly the work of France, and that the 
failure of Italy to act as the humble vassal 
of her powerful neighbor is the most pain- 
ful and wanton exhibition of ingratitude 
that the world has ever seen. Facts scarcely 
seem to justify this view. It reminds one 
of the cant concerning Southern hospitality 
of which we used to hear so much in the 
days before the civil war, when it was main- 
tained by Southern journals that if a North- 
ern man visited a Southern city, staid at a 
hotel where he paid his board, and after- 
ward expressed the opinion that slavery was 
objectionable, he was an ungrateful wretch, 
who abused the people whose hospitality he 
had enjoyed. 

All that France ever did for Italy was 
more than paid for at the time. The French 
Emperor agreed that he would assist the 
Sardinians to drive the Austrians out of 
Lombardy on condition that Nice and Savoy 
should be given to France, and that the 
Princess CLoTiLDA should be married to 
Prince Jerome. Sardinia kept her part of 
the bargain, but NapoLreon did not keep 
his, for, instead of driving the Austrians out 
of Lombardy, he made peace, leaving the 
whole of Venitia in the possession of FRAN- 


ers Josepx. The man who hires an armed 


escort to accompany him on a dangerous 
journey, and who, in spite of the fact that 
the escort deserts him when the journey is 
half-made, pays the full price agreed upon, 
certainly cannot be required to feel a life- 


long gratitude for overpaid and unfulfilled 
promises. 

From the day of the peace of Villafranca, 
Italy has had anything but cause for grati- 
tude to France. It was France that tried to 
keep GARIBALDI from crossing from Sicily to 


the mainland, and would have succeeded 


had it not been for the determined opposi- 
tion of England. It was France that kept 
a fleetin the Bay of Gaeta, andso prolonged 
for months the siege of the fortress by the 
Italian troops. It was France that kept the 


Italians out of Rome, and it was the French 


chassepots that shot down the Italian volun- 
teers at Mentana. Granting thatthe French 
assistance, paid for with Nice, Savoy, and 
the Princess CLOTILDA, was worth the price, 
France has long since canceled _every possi- 
ble claim to gratitude on the part of the 
Italian people. 

Up to the time of the Franco-Prussian 
war France had contented herself with try- 
ing to thwart the completion of the Italian 


Kingdom. From that time, howevér, a 


bitter and active hatred of Italy was mani- 
fested by the French Government and peo- 
ple, ostensibly because Italy did not take 


part in the war as anally of France. To an 
alliance with Prussia, loyally carried out by 
the Prussians, Italy owed the Venetian prov- 
inces which France had failed to help her 
gain in 1858, and had the Italians 
gone to war with Prussia as the allies 
of the French they would have shown 
equal ingratitude and want of sense. 
Even had they taken this foolish step they 
would probably have been repaid with in- 
sults, as was the impulsive GARIBALDI, who 
led a legion of his personal followers to fight 
for the French Republic, and whose son has 
never been forgiven for having captured a 


Prussian standard—a feat of which no 
Frenchman can be accused. The French 
hatred of the Italians has been shown by the 
contemptuous way in which Italian interests 
in Tunis have been treated, by the insults 
with which the French press has teemed, 
and by the massacre of Italians in French 
cities. Perhaps it is for these benefits, among 
others, that Italy is expected to feel grateful. 

Knowing the temper of the French, and 
foreseeing that French and Italian interests 
in the Mediterranean must, at no distant 
day, come into conflict, the Italian states- 
men are wisely seeking to join the alliance 
of the three Emperors. Now that Austria 
has relinquished forever all claim to inter- 
fere in the affairs of the peninsula, there is 
no reason why she should not be the ally of 
Italy, and, onthe other hand, in case France 
should go to war with Germany and Aus- 
tria, the Italian fieet and Army could effect 
a powerful diversion in behalf of the allies. 
There would, however, be little danger of 
such a war were Germany, Austria, Russia, 
and Italy in close alliance. France -would 
be completely isolated, and the alliance 
would be the best possible guarantee of 
peace. 

It is, of course, possible that the visit of 
King Homserr to Vienna does not possess 
the political significance which is attributed 
to it.- Still, although no formal announce- 
ment of the object of the visit has been 
made, there can be no reasonable doubt that 
it is a virtual publication of the fact that 


Italy has become a party to the league of 
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the three Emperors. This fact—if it bea 
fact—cannot fail to have its bearing upon 
the final solution of the Egyptian question. 
Although the Italians in Egypt outnumber 
all other Europeans at least three to one, and 
although most of the trade of Alexandria 
is in their hands, Italy has hitherto 
been excluded by France and England 
from all share in Egyptian ~ affairs. 
Germany, however, which has shown 
a disposition to make the Egyptian question 
the concern of the European’ powers instead 
of the joint concern of France and England, 
will unquestionably have something to say 
in the crisis that is inevitably approaching, 
and Italy, by means of an alliance with 
Germany and Austria, will be able to claim 
the position which of right belongs to her 
as the protector of the thousands of Italians 
now engaged in business in Egypt. 


There isa growing disposition among the 
men who run the Democratic and Republican ma- 
chines to postpone each year until the very latest 
possible moment the nominations for local offices. 
The fact is, and it is admitted by the district man- 
agers, that early nominations seriously embarrass 
the men who do the campaign work. If a candi- 
date stands a fortnight before the election, the 
chances are that, if he is at all vulnerable, every 
voter inthe district will learn all that there is ob- 
jectionable about him before the votes are polled. 
This makes the district work more arduous, for the 
heelers not only have to strive harder to keep the 
nominally safe men in line, but they also need to 
constantly defend and explain when they desire 
to gain votes. A well-known Republican district 
manager, talking of this matter recently, said that 
if he had his way there should not be a local nomi- 
nation made a week before the election. This 
manager is notorious for his sang froid in political 
affairs. He regards the members of his association 
as sO Many creatures who have no judgment worth 
referring to, and who are only useful in casting 
votes at the polls. Instead of relying upon the 
slow and to him useless mechanism of the caucus 
and convention, he would relegate the selection of 
candidates to committees. and keep the ticket ont 
of the way untilit was too late forthe newspapers 
and over-particular persons to make mischief by 
reiterated criticisms. To most persons out of poli- 
ties, and to a great many who have taken an inter- 
est and part in political affairs from time to time, 
it would seem that the easiest solution of this ques- 
tion would be the nomination of men who could 
bear the most searching criticism. The bravery 
with which men of shameful record are sometimes 
offered as candidates is a sufficient indication of 
the disregard by political managers of the opinions 
of voters. Until there is a revival of interest in 
politics among men of the respectable and respon- 
sible class, it may be expected that the tendency 
to keep back candidates, for the reason that they 
will not bear ventilation, will continue. When the 
primary meeting is recognized as being as impor- 
tant in public affairs as the primary school is in 
education, candidates will be better. Increased 
interest in, and attendance upon. primary meet- 
ings will balk the political schemes of the Biglins 
and Cregans and will make government less ex- 
pensive and correspondingly more satisfactory. 
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Many persons are waiting before adopting 
the electric light only until there shall be a demon, 
stration which lamp isthe best. The various ac- 
counts of the lights in the Paris exhibition indicate 
that the competition is not establishing decided 
superiority of either the arc or the incandescent 
method, but rather is showing that each has pecu- 
liar advantages for particular situations. Very 
probably the arc light, which is the more powerful, 
yet more simply produced, may come to be pre- 
ferred for engineering operations, for light-houses 
and vessels, and for streets and parks, while the 


incandeseeut method, which gives a milder, stead- 


ier effulgence, may win favor for use in halls, shops 


and dwellings. In the main hall of the exhibition, 
lamps of all kinds have been in use, and, to pro- 
mote comparison, twenty-nine apartments in the 
gallery have been lighted each by a single system, 
The nature of the arc method has been made familiar 


in this country by the Brush lamp, the Fuller, the 


Wallace, and the Weston, and by the arc lamp of 


Max. Its light is emitted by the electric current 
as this fows from one to the other of two carbon 
points; but unless these two points can be made to 
approach each other precisely as fast as they are 
consumed by the heat, a disagreeable flicker is the 
result. Inthe incandescent method, which is that 


of the Edison lamp, the Sawyer, and the incandes- 


cent lamp of Maxrm, the light is emitted by a car, 
bonized fibre, raised to white heat by passage of 
the current through it, but to protect the fibre trom 
being consumed it must be hermetically sealed ina 
giass globe. The are method allows the carbon to 
be slowly consumed; the purpose of the mechan- 
ism is to replace it steadily ; the incandescent seeks 


to preyent the consumption. The long effort to 


devise means of avoiding the flicker without in- 
curring the mechanical difficulties incident 
to the exhausted globe has developed 
many forms or lamp, and § several as yet 
little known in this country are in the exhibition. 
In the Crompton lamp a vertical metallic rod is 
held pinched more or less strongly, according to 
the force of the current, between two pieces of 


metal, the friction on the rod being varied accord- 
ing to the strength of the current, and the friction 
regulates the approach of the points. In the Pilsen 


a piece of iron of spindle form is made the 


common core of two electro-magnets, one placed 
above the other, and is drawn up or down. ac- 
cording to the variation in the current. In the 
Serrin, clock-work regulated by the current moves 
the points toward each other. Inthe Werdermann 
the purest carbon which can be obtained is used in 
order to avoid accumulation of ash, a rod of itis 
pressed from beneath against a block of carbon, 
and as fast as the point is consumed the rod 
ascends. The Reynier, in its most recent 
modeis, is like this, except that the block 
is underneath and the rod rests upon it 
from above. These two lamps are intermediate 
between the arc and incandescent kinds. Inthe 
Joel a carbon point from below bears against a 
copper disk above. The Soleilis like the Joel ex- 
cept that the point of contact between the carbon 
point and the copper disk is surrounded by chalk 
or lime which is rendered incandescent. In the 
Jamin, which is a simplified form of the well- 
known Jablochkoff candle, the strip of glass or plas- 
ter which in the latter separates the two carbons 
standing side by side is discarded, and the car- 
bons stand with only air between them. The 
Swan light, which is of the incandescent class, has 
been used for the meetings of the congress in the 
Salle des Séances and in the auditorium of the 
Opera-house on a gala performance given in honor 
of the cong ress.

It is evident to any one who has taken the 
trouble to give any attention to the subject that 
the sale of fire-arms, particularly of poeket pistols, 
is permitted to be carried on, in this and other 
cities, with altogether too little restriction by the 
authorities and too little care and caution on the 
part oftradesmen. The Common Council, a year or 
so ago, enacted a Corporation ordinance prohibiting 
the carrying of pistols by citizens without a license, 
under the penalty of fine and confiseation of the 
weapon. But although the design in the passage 
of the measure was a good one, looking as it did 
toward the suppression of the use of fire-arms by 
thieves and desperate characters generally, it does 
not prove effective. The fine is inflicted and the 
weapon seized too often only after the harm is done, 
and, meantime, any one can go to a gunsmith’s 
and buy a weapon without the least difficulty or 
having any questions asked. Men who are under 
the influence of liquor even can in some instances, 
as was shown some time ago in the case of a well- 
known comedian, easily procure pistols and bul- 
lets, provided only they have the money to pay 
for the purchase. All this is obviously too favora- 
ble to the purposes of suicides and persons in- 
tent on violence, and surely calls for that 
restrictive remedy that might be secured by the 
passage of another Corporation ordinance fixing 
@ penalty upon the sale of weapons exeept where 
the purchaser shall exhibit a license granted by the 
authorities, which-shall be issued, as is now done, 
only to such persons as have satisfactorily proved 
their good character and their need to be pro- 
vided with a deadly weapon of defense. Sueh a 
measure, rigidly enforced, would be found to ef- 
fectually restrain indiscriminate traffic in small fire- 


arma, and graatly-reduce the aumhar at suicides, 


murders, and murderous assaults now too preva 
lent. P 

Persons of an observing and reflective turn 
of mind who travel by the elevated railroads, 
particularly those who are constrained to use 
the Third-avenue line, have a fixed opinion 
that the feeling of hostility once felt toward 
the stage-driver and afterward transferred to the 
street car conductor, must inevitably be directed 
with increased intensity upon the conductors and 
brakemen of the elevated railroads. It will require 
but a brief season of observation by any one ta 
reach the conclusion that these employes are, as 4 
rule, insolent and careless of the comfort of 
Passengers. During the morning and evening 
“commission hours,” when large crowds of passen- 
gers fill the trains, the impertinence of the meu 
Who control the getting in or out of the patrons of 
the roads is unrestrained. It is with the greatest 
difficulty and discomfort that a passenger who de- 
sires to leave a train at Twenty-third-street, 
say, going north, at about 6 or 7 o’clock, can 
get off safely. It is worthy of remembrance if the 
passenger can get off without impertinent and alto- 
gether unnecessary remark from the brakeman or 
conductor, who treats all passengers, male or fe- 
male, as sO many obstacles to his comfort, rather 
than patrons who are to bs used courteously and 
induced to continue their patronage. If the ine 
sulted passenger resents the treatment he receives, 
the brakeman, with his bacige concealed, rides 
away triumphantly, assured by experience that he 
may be offensive with entire impunity. The rail- 
road company protects itself against its employeg 
who might desire to pilfer by a system of num- 
bered tickets and boxes. It takes for granted 
that, as a rule, its employes are disposed to be dis- 
honest. Passengers who smart under repeated in- 
sults from the brakemen and conductors would be 
glad if some such restraint could be placed upon 
them. One passenger who has suffered now takes 
the precaution of ascertaining at the beginning of 
each trip the badge number of the brakeman or 
conductor to whose mercy he happens to be con- 
signed, and of noting it for use if he has occasion 
to complain. By comparison with the elevated 
railroad conductors, the same class of men on the 
street cars promise to rise greatly in populas 
esteem, while the rapidly disappearing stage driver 
is reasonably sure of being regarded as a pink of 


politeness.

“LA FAVORITA” AT THE ACADEMY. 

‘‘ Us Favorita”’ was given last night at the 
Academy of Music, with Mile. Ferni as Leonora, 
fignor Ravelli as Fernando, Signor Galassi as Al- 
fonso, and Signor Monti as Baldassare. The opera 
{3 justly a favorite work, and has been so often 
beautifully performed by the most celebrated ar- 
tists that the standard required of the sing- 
of to-day necessarily high and gen- 
erally beyond their capacity. It was perhaps 
not as ordinary a performance last night 
as it appeared to be, but though there was some 
excellent work in the course of the evening, the 
general impression was left in the minds of the 
gudience that the representation was tame and 
commonplace. Mile. Ferni wasa cold and unim- 
passioned Leonora. Her voice, which is of beanti- 
ful quality and is managed with artistic skill, 
for some resson failed to be effective in this 
Though she sang well, there was nothing in 
her performance to excite enthusiasm. The cava- 
tina ‘**Oh mio Fernando,” familiar as it is, affords 
a grand opportunity which it was only natural to 
expect Mile. Ferni would improve; but, asa mutter 
of fact, she sang it without spirit, and although 
her rendering was technically correct, there was 
& conspicuous absenee of the grand style which is 
absolutely requisite. Mlle. Ferni is a carefal, pains- 
taking artist, but if she is to be judged by her Leo- 
nora she cannot be called great. Signor Ravelli’s 
Fernando was, like most of his impersonations, un- 
equal. Few tenors of late years have shown them- 
telves possessors of a better natural voice 
than this gentleman. The quality of his tone and 
his powers leave nothing to be desired, but 
in his delivery he frequently offends critical 
taste. Last night he sang at timesia the most ef- 
fective manner, and again was disappointing and 
erude. He sang “Spirito Gentil” with commend- 
able taste, and was heartily encored, but in the 
repetition of the aria he was decidedly rough 
and did not rise above the level of an 
ordinary concert singer. As an actor 
Signor Ravelli cannot yet claim any 
distinction, and his yoeal work naturally suffers in 
consequence. His performance left the impression 
of that of an ambitious but imperfectly trained 
artist who possesses a beautiful yoice without the 
ability to use it to the best advantage. Signor 
Galassi was thoroughly admirable as Alfonso, dig- 
nifiled and impressive in his aetion, and certainly 
never in better voice. His singing, from first to 
last, calls for nothing but the highest praise. 
fignor Monti, whose yoice seems more sonorous 
than in former seasons, deserves more than a pass- 
ing mention for his rendering of the réle of Bal- 
lass The opera was well put upon the stage, 
and both orchestra and chorus were conducted 
Arditi with his accustomed skill 
Mme. Cavalazzi gave spirit to the second act 
by some beautiful dancing, in which she 
justified the reputation she has of being the most 
graceful artiste in her profession.

JOHN 8. GILES. 

John 8. Giles, the late Treasurer of the Ex- 
empt Firemen’s Benevolent Fund of this City, died 
yesterday at the age of 82years. He wasa native 
of New-York, having been born at No. 76 Mott- 
street. He was a builder by trade, and after ac- 
quiring a competency retired from business about 
15 years ago. He joined the Volunteer Fire De- 


partment at least 50 years ago, and in 1836 organ- 
ized Hose Company No. 14, of which he beeame 
foreman.

The Navy Department is informed of the 
death of Passed Assistant Surgeon William A. Har- 


ris, on the retired list of the Navy. near Catonsville, 
Baltimore County, Md., on Tuesday, Oct. 25. 

Lieut. Frederick Collins, of the Navy, died 
in Washington Thursday night of typhoid fever. 
He was born in Maine, and entered the Naval Aca- 
demy July 22, 1863. On being gradnated in 1867 he 
was ordered to the flag ship Franklin, on the Euro- 
ean station, and the following year was made an 
insign. From 1869 to 1871 he was with the Darien 
expedition. He was commissioned Master in 1870 
and Licutenant in 1871. He served at the Naval 
Academy in 1878-4, with the Darien survey in 1875-4, 
and with the Coast Survey from 1876 to 1878. 

Thomas S. Cutting, an old and respected 
citizen of Buffalo, died yesterday morning. About 
a week ago ke had an apoplectic stroke, from 
which he never rallied. He was in the seventy- 
second peor of his age, and had resided in Buffalo 
nearly half a century. He was born in Beckles, 
Sussex, England, April 12, 1810, and came to this 
country in 1882.

CHURCH CONGRESS TOPICS 


CLOSING DISCUSSIONS OF THE 
SESSION. 

EDUCATION OF DIVIN'T: STUDENTS—CHURCH | 

SEMINARIES CRITICISED—ADDRESSES ON 

SPIRITUAL CULTURE—BISHOP CLARKE’S 


CLOSING REMARKS. 

PROVIDENCE, R. I., Oct. 28.—The Congress 
reached the point of white heat last evening. The 
Opera-house was crowded to overfowing. From 
1,500 to 2,000 persons were present, and the keenest 
interest was manifested in the subject of discus- 
sion, which was the new movement for the devel- 
opment in worship in the Episcopal Church called 
“ Liturgical Growth.” It was handled with great 
earnestness and freedom, and the volunteer speak- 
ing was quite equal to that set down in the pro- 
gramme in the evening. The enthusiasm was 
passed on to this morning’s session, the audience 
not so large, but quite as enthusiastic, and the es- 


says and speaking, if anything, better than at any 
time before since the Congress opened. 

On the fourth day the stiffness of the first day or 
two hasentirely disappeared, and speaking and 
listening are in the closest accord. The question 
under discussion was purely clerical and the au- 
dience is largely so. The question was the ‘* Edu- 
cation of Divinity Students.” The first paper was 
read bythe Rev. Dr. F.C. Ewer, of New-York. 
He traced the development of the Catholic 
movement in the Anglican Church in Eng- 
land and America, and pleaded strongly for 
professorships of mora! and ascetic theology in the 
American divinity schools. The clergy were com- 
pelled to meet the spiritual necessities of the laity, 
and ought to be educated thoroughly to that end. 
The next paper was read by Dr. Samuel Eliot, of 
Boston, who urged that heavenly-mindedness, 
character, and sympathy were the points in the 
training of young men to choose the ministry, gnd 
that these traits went to the making of suitable min- 
isters. He would have a higher degree of education 
for admission to holy orders. He dwelt upon the 
broader relations of theology to social science, 
labor, pauperism, the marriage bond, civil service, 
and social life, and claimed that those relations 
ought to be taught in the theological seminary. 
He also insisted strongly that theological schools 
must encourage personal eommunion with God. 
There were only two papers read, the Rev. Dr. 
Richey, of the General Theological Seminary, be- 
ing absent on account of illness. The regular ad- 
dresses were opened by the Rev. E. W. Donald, 
of New-York, who claimed that the purpose of 
theological training was to make men better, and 
that this ought to be always kept in mind in the 
education of divinity students. He then spoke of 
defects in ministerial education as set forth in the 
seminary in which he received his training. The 
Rev. Leighton Parks, of Boston, another regular 
speaker, dwelt at some length upon the claims of 
science and of the scientific thought of the age 
upon the student of theology. He demanded more 
breadth in theological teaching, and said that it 
should only be confined within the limits of reason 
and conscience. The Rev. Dr. Fairbairn, Principal 
of St. Stephen's College, N.Y., was the next speaker, 
He hoped that Providence churchmen would not 
regard the congress as a society of pessimists. He 
could not concur in all the criticisms of the morn- 
ing session, and felt as if he were himself on trial 
before the congress. He then dwelt upon his own | 
ideas of what education in theology ought to be, 
and gave incidents in his experience at Annandale. 
Dr. George C. Shattuck, of Boston, compared a 
theological to a medical education and read some | 
lessons out of his life as a physician. 

The Rey. Julius H. Ward, of Boston, expressed 
his conviction that there were too many semina- 
ries and that they were too narrow, narrower than 
the Church was, and that the methods employed 
did not properly fit men to cope with the work be- 
fore them among an intelligent people. He knew 
of only one divinity school as broad as the Church 
was, and that was the Episcopal School at Cam- 
bridge, and this was only just entering upon 
an adequate career. Bishop Elliot, of Texas 
gave some instances of the want of ministeria 
common sense which were cecidedly amusing 
Bishop Paddock, of Massachusetts, spoke against 
the prevailing tendency of the morning to take a 
pessimistic view of Episcopal theological schools, 
They were not so defective as they had been de- 
scribed. After one or two other brief speeches, 
the President announced that the hour had come 
for closing the session, and the Congress adjourned 
until afternoon. No better session has been held 
during the week. 

The closing topic—“Spiritual Culture’—was 
taken upin the afternoon. The Rev. E. L. Sted- 
dard, of Jersey City, who read the first paper, 
maintained that spiritual culture was real culture, 
and aimed at the perfection of man. It must be 
general, eatholic, and comprehensive. The Rev. 
Dr. Benjamin Franklin, of Shrewsbury, N. J., said 
what was needed was an enrichment of the modes 
of worship, which would bring the whole being 
of every worshiper into communion with God. 
The ritual was the instrument of spiritual culture, 
and, properly’ framed and developed, would ad 
minister to all the aspirations of men. The Rev. 
Dr. J. S. Lindsay, of Georgetown, said that methods 
of spiritual culture were akin to methods of other 
kinds of culture. The artist, in studying the 
creations of the greatest artists and satn- 
rating himself with the influences of their 
great works, gradually obtained culture. So 
with the Christian who studied the model 
of Christ set before usin the Testament, a model 
which even sueh unbelievers as John Stuart Mill 
could not but admire. At the same time each life 
was filled with means of self-culture. Spiritual 
culture owned God as itssource and sought to 
make man like Him. The Rev. Dr. R. &. McKim, of 
New-Yeork,said that spiritual culture had a model of 
manhood to point to in Christ Jesus. It sought to 
deduce all that was God and man, considered asa 
spiritual being allied to divinity. Human and xs- 
thetic culture were each partial, spiritual culture 
comprehensive. The Rev. C. C, Grafton, of Bos- 
ton, said that ascetieism could not be stamped out 
of the Church until they stamped out Christ. Real 
and true asceticism meant self-discipline. Sacri- 
fice was a means of spiritual culture. The Rev. 
H. F. Allen, of Boston, and the Rev. Dr. Bodine, of 
Kenyon College, Ohio, also spoke upon the ques- 
tion. 

Bishop Clarke, of Rhode Island, delivered an elo- 
quent closing address. Referring to the delibera- 
tions of the congress, he said he did not think that 
any previous congress had added any more mate- 
rial and substantial thought to the Church litera- 
ture or more to the fund of information on the 
topics discussed. There had also been just 
about the amount of wholesome collision which 
was required to make the discussions interesting. 
“We have allof us,” he said, * heard things with 
which we did not all agree, and some things, per- 
haps, which it was not agreeable to hear, but it is 
one glory of this body that it allows the fullest and 
freest utterance within the bounds of catholic 
doctrine and Christain courtesy.” At the con-

The relations of buyers and 
sellers show considerable tension, which causes a 
good deal of surprise.” ; 
Business in the Mincing-lane markets remains 
stagnant and prices are rather unsettled. Ceylon 
and East India coffee sold on previous terms. 
Costa Riea realized full values. Brazil was only 
realizable on lower terms. There was a better de- 
mand for West India sugar owing to the limited 
supply.

asked aloanon a draft of $2,500 on the Eleventh 
Ward Bank, New-York, signed Burke & Mayer. 
No. 9 Lispenard-street. He received an ad- 
vance of $30. Fitzgerald took the draft 
to the Erie County Savings Bank to de- 
posit it, but the Teller refused to receive 
it without his indorsement. Mr. Fitzgerald was 
advised to ascertain whether or not it was genuine 
by telegraph. The answer to his dispatch was re- 
ceived yesterday by Superintendent Wolfe from 
Superintendent Walling, of New-York, who askea 
to have Stern arrested, as the draft was a forgery. 
The matter was placed in the hands of Detectives 
Cossack and Diehl, who found their man at the 
store of Fitzgerald in the afternoon, just about to 
receive another advance of $60 on the draft. 
After being taken to Police Head-quarters, 
a ticket for Chicago and $20 were 
found on_ his person.

NOMINATED FOR ASSEMBLY 


WORK OF THE REPUBLIOAN DIE- 
TRICT CONVENTIONS. 
AOMINATIONS MADE IN ELEVEN DISTRICTS— 
SKETCH OF THE CANDIDATES—OPPOSI- 
TION TO DK. HAYES IN THE Vilth 


DISTRICT. 

Republican Assembly District Conventions 
avere held in this City last evening, and nominations 
were made in the Third, Seventh, Ninth, Tenth, 
Twelfth, Thirteenth, Sixteenth, Seventeenth, Twen- 
tieth, Twenty-first, and Twenty-fourth Districts. 
inthe other districts the conventions adjourned 


without making nominations. 
The Third District Convention assembled in 


Seience Hall, ard, upon motion of Mr. Charles 
N. Taintor, nominated Ernest H. Crosby. Mr, 
Urosby is in Washington, but in response to an 
inquiry yesterday afternoon telegraphed that 
he would accept the nomination if tendered to him. 
He is a young manof 26,a member ofthe law 
firm of Crosby & Hoffman, at No. 120 Broadway. 
He craduated from the New-York University at 
’ the head of his class, and from the Columbia Law 
School with high honors. He is well known as a 
member of one of the old families of the City. He 
Las never held a political office, 
A majority of the delegates to the convention of 
the Seventh District met at No. 56 Clinton-place. 


John D. Lawson called the meeting to order, and 
on his motion Gen. Lloyd Aspinwall was elected 
‘President of the convention. Gen. Aspinwall 
nade a short speech, to the effect that 
fthe Seventh District ought to send a 4 
resentative to the Assembly who would 
see to it that at whatever cost this City 
hould have an ample water supply. Then John 
‘D. Lawson told how many bushels of wheat could 
carried down the Mississippi River in six barges, 
how many tons the bushels would weigh, and how 
many car-loads they would make, and arrived 
at the conclusion that there was danger that 
grass would in the future grow in the streets 
et this City as it did 45 years ago. 
Mr. Lawson argued in favor of free and 
eularged canals and a State railroad commission, 
and concluded his speech by presenting Dr. Isaac 
J. Hayes as a candidate for the Assembly nomina- 
sion. No one offered any other candidate, and Mr. 
Lawson’s nominee was quickly declared to be the 
ewhoice of the convention by acclamation. Gen. 
Aspinwell announced that he would appoint a 
bemmittee to wait upon Dr. Hayes and find 
put whether or not he would accept the 
somination, and the eonvention then adjourned 
aatil 8 o’clock on Monday evening. when 
the committee is to make its report. 
Although thereis a bitter opposition to Dr. Hayes 
in the district the proceedings of the convention 
were entirely harmonious. This was due to the 
simple fact that about one-third of the delegates 
aiid not go near the meetirg. This course was 
determined upon by the opporents of Dr. Hayes as 
the best to pursue in order to avoid an open fight 
In the convention. After the Hayes delegates had 
varried out the machine programme and adjourned 
the delegates opposed to Dr. Hayes held the second 
ot a series of quiet meetings in a room in the 
University Building, Washington-square, and talked 
vver the situation. It was determined to use every 
effort to induce Dr. Hayes to withdraw, in order 
that some one might be nominated on whom all 
Republicans could unite. Under no condition, it 
was declared, ' would they support the machine 
vandidate. If Dr. Hayes deciined to get out of the 
race. then-an independent candidate would be 
nominated against him. One of the gentlemen 
who attended the meeting said to a Trmzs reporter 
that the independent Republicans had agreed upon 
their candidate, but it had been deeided not to 
make hisjname public until it was definitely set- 
tied whether or not Dr. Hayes would continue to 
be a candidate.: An earnest effort would be made 
to get all hands to agree upon this candidate be- 
fore the adjourned meeting of the regular conven- 
tion. It was almost universally conceded that if 
Dr. Hayes did not withdraw he would be defeated 
vn election day. 

The Ninth District Convention met in the Bleeck- 
er Building. Jacob D. Ackerman was elected 
(hairman, and Wiiliam H. Holmes, Secretary. Ex- 
Alderman John H. Jacobus nominated Mr. George 
M. Clarke, who was the Repubiican candidate last 
year, and was defeated by the nominee of the 
united Democracy. Mr. Clarke was nominated by 
aeclamation, but deelinmed the honor in a letter 
which was read to the convention by the commit- 
tee appointed to inform him of his nomination. 
Nr. Charies A. L. Goldey was then nominated. and 
after a call of the roll he was declared the nominee 
ofthe convention. He accepted the nomination in 
a brief address. Mr. Goldey is 36 years of age, and 
tas been for many years a resident of the district. 
He is a graduate of the Columbia College Law 
School, and a practicing lawyer. He is an ardent 
Republican, and during the last Presidential cam- 
paign attracted attention asa forcible speaker on 
the tariff question. Mr. Goldey is well known in 
the district, and well versed in political matters. 

The convention of the Tenth District was held in 
Concordia Hall. Dr. John C. Niglutsch, of No. 162 
Stanton-street, and Surgeon of the Eleventh Regi- 
ment, N. G. S. N. Y., was nominated. 

Tke Eleventh District Convention met in the 
rooms of the Republic Club, Broadway and Thirty- 
fourth-street.. Tne Hon. James M. Varnum was 
chosen Chairman, and J. W. Hawes Secretary. 
The Hon. Robert Ray Hamilton, the present repre- 
sentative of the district, was nominated by accla- 
mation. A committee of three was appointed to 
notify Mr. Hamilton that he was the choice of the 
convention, and a recess of five minutes was then 
taken.

both declared that Mr. Williams would on no ac-

IVth JUDICIAL DISTRICT.; 
THE MACHINE LEADERS TRYING TO BETAIN 
A DEMOCRATIO JUSTICE. 

The Republican Judicial Convention in the 
Fourth District is to be directed by John J. 
O’Brien, Justice Jacob M. Patterson, Jr., Robert 
G. McCord, and Assemblyman John E. Brodsky, 
this evening, to nominate a candidate for Civil Jus- 
tice, whose defeat at the polls will be guaranteed. 
This judicial district comprises the Eighth, Tenth, 
and Fourteenth Assembly Districts, the leaders of 
which are, respectively, O’Brien, Patterson, and 
Coroner Brady. McCord, who is pleased to be 


known as a “ parlor politician,” is the chief of staff 
of O’Brien and Clerk in the court over which 
Justige John A. Dinkel, a Democrat, presides, 
and Dinkel is Assemblyman Brodsky’s Uncle John. 
It was recently suggested by Republicans in this 
judicial district that it would not require an unu- 
sual effort just now to recover this office from the 
Democrats, but the little family party composed of 
Dinkel, Brodsky, O’Brien, and McCord at once 
raised their voices against any such_move looking 
toward upsetting. their schemes. Dinkle. Besides 
being Brodsky’s Uncle John and the benefactor of 
McCord, his Clerk, was a useful man to O’Brien, 
and lost no time in asserting his claims upon them. 
Three weeks ago Justice Patterson discovered that 
his constituents in the Tenth Assembly District 
were aroused to the fact that O’Brien in- 
tended to secure Dinkel’s re-election, and 
the begged him to speak for them 
and destroy the bargain between O’Brien 
and Dinkel. The Republicans of the Fourteenth 
Assembly District declared to their leader, Coroner 
Brady, their detestation of O’Brien’s rule, and 
urged him to endeavor to drive O’Brien from his 
throne. Brady and Patterson were plainly shown 
that it was in their power to nominate a Repub- 
lican for Civil Justice who could be elected. The 
convention would be composed of 34 delegates. 
Of these the Tenth District would have 14 and the 
Fourteenth 6, thus making 20 against the Eighth 
District’s (O’Brien’s) 14, and being a clear majority 
of 6 over the dictator. 

Justice Patterson was asked to present the name 
of Alfred Steckler,a member of the Republican 
Committee in the Tenth Assembly District anda 
popular young lawyer, whose numerous friends 
throughout the judicial district believed could, 
without a doubt, defeat Dinkel. Justice Patterson 
was daily assured that Mr. Steckler was gaining 
strength in the district, and beeame satisfied that 
what the young lawyer’s friends claimed for him 
could be accomplished. To Mr. Steckler he pledged 
the support of the district delegation, and frankly 
said that he was confident that he would 
be elected if nominated. Upon this assurance 
of Justice Patterson’s hearty approval of his ean- 
didacy Mr. Steckler began an active canvass of the 
district, having faith in the promise made to him 
that he would receive the convention's nomina- 
tion this evening. O’Brien raved when he heard of 
the interest taken in the matter by Justice Patter- 
son, and on Thursday, with Coroner Brady and 
McCord, visited the Fifty-seventh-street Police 
Court, and, in the eloquent language of the O’Brien 
Club’s members, *“‘sat upon’? Justice Patterson. 
His Honor was told that the nomination 
of Mr. Steckler would be distasteful to 
his devoted friend, McCord, and that that 
“parlor statesman” would feel ealled upon 
to resign his Clerkship in Justice Dinkel’s court 
should Mr. Steekler be permitted to obtain the 
nomination for Civil Justice against Dinkel. Coroner 
Brady was disposed to argue the question of giving 
the Civil Justiceship to a Demoerat, but was 
frowned into silence by O’Brien. As Justice Pat- 
terson hesitated, O’Brien took occasion to remark 
that be (O’Brien) was the *' boss of the district,” and 
that Mr. Steckler could not be made the candi- 
date. The “boss” became excited, and at 
length, in the interest of peace and harmony 
Justice Patterson and Coroner Brady bowed 
in submission to his will, and the fiat went 
forth from the O’Brien Club that “Steckler had 
been downed.” The truckling of Patterson to 
O’Brien is now the talk of the district, and the bet- 
ter element of the Republican Party in that see- 
tion of the City is highly incensed at his conduct. 
Patterson's excuse for rot asserting his independ- 
ence was that he did not wish to destroy the polit- 
ical and personal friendship existing between 
O’Brien and himself. He is rebuked on every 
hand by Republicans for lacking sufficient back- 
bone to place Mr. Steekler in the field against Dink- 
el. These Republicans argue that if the leaders in 
the district are so confident that no Republican can 
defeat Dinkel why do they not nominate Mr. 
Steckler, who is so willing to enter the contest ? 
They are convinced by the conduct of the leaders, 
now that those politieal manipulators are perfectly 
aware thet Mr. Steckler can be elected, and there- 
fore do not want him in the race against Brodsky’s 
Uncle John. A meeting of Republicans of the dis- 
trict is to be held next week to protest against the 
rule of O’Brien. Mr. Steekler’s iaeeds urge him to 
be an independent candidate, but it is thought un- 
likely that he will attempt to defeat the Republi- 
car machine as well as the Democrats this year. 

VHE DEMOCRATIC FACTIONS. 
LIVELY TIMES IN THE NINTH SENATE DI8- 
TRICT—JUDICIAL CONTESTS, 

That illustrious ‘‘anti-monopolist’? Gen. 
Francis B. Spinoia, who insists that he commanded 
more men in the war for the Unionthan Gen. 
Scott had under him in the Mexican war, is again 
on the war,path, this time in the Ninth Senatorial 
District. Advertised by an immense shirt collar, 
he is masquerading through the district under the 
impression that he is gaining friends and 
admirers, and that he is to be the next 
Senator from that district. His lithographic 
portrait, shirt collar and all, is displayed in 
the windows of bar-rooms and barbers’ shops, and 
little children, as they gaze at these pictures, mis- 
take them for likenesses of the ** King of the Den- 
tists.”” Gen. Spinola was the first candidate in the 
field for any elective office this Fall. Without 
waiting for orders from the wigwam, he organized 
a Tammany convention, and became the nominee 
for Senator from the Ninth District. He started 
out with unprecedented haste, and pow finds him- 
self almost used up and confronted by an antagon- 
ist who has nerved himself up foran exciting bat- 
tle with him. The County Democracy has pitted 
ex-Assemblyman James Fitzgerald against Gen. 
Spinola, and the veteran warrior’s strength 
is fast leaving him. Mr. Fitzgerald 
while in the Assembly brought the censure of John 
Kelly upon him for advocating a deerease in the 
salaries of overpaid officials. Mr. Kelly directed 
that Mr. Fitzgerald should be “ disciplined” for ad- 
vocating this monstrous proposition, and the As* 
semblyman was led outfof Tammany Hall. The 
Ninth Senatorial District generally returns a large 
Democratic majority, and the choice of the dis- 
trict at present lies between Fitzgerald and 
Spinola. The supporters of the latter are rapidly 
flocking to Fitzgerald, and in all probability 
Spinola willaccept James Salmon’s invitation to 
go to Eurpope on tbh 9th of November. 

The contest in the Second Judicial District be- 
tween James Oliver (County Democracy) and 
Justice Charles M. Clancy (Tammany) is at fever 
heat. Dennis Burns(Harmony Hall) has not yet ac- 
cepted the nomination, but he is to be heard from 
to-day. One of Clancy’s followers said last evening 
to one of Oliver’s henchmen: “Clancy will have 
no trouble in defeating Oliver. The Judge is talk- 
ing Irish to all of his constituents.”? ‘*That is 
nothing to what Jimmy is doing,’’ replied the Oliver 
ro pa ‘*he is singing Irish all over the dis- 
trict.”’ 

Justice Timothy J. Campbell, candidate for re- 
election in the Fifth Judicial District, yesterday 
had compliments to his character and ability 
printed in Hebrew, and the circulars were distrib- 
uted all over the district. His friends in Tammany 
and Irving Halis have no doubt of his election, but 
Assemblyman John Henry McCarthy, the County 
Democracy’s candidate against Campbell, is waging 
a war that at times ruffles the usually good humor 
of the jurist. 5 

Justice Willlam Henry Kelly, who was nomi- 
nated by the County Democracy to succeed him- 
self on the bench of the Sixth District Civil Court, 
like Fitzgerald against Spinola, is ravidly gaining 
strength in the district, and expects to drive Thomas 
L. Feitner, John Kelly’s candidate against him, 
into the ditch. ‘he district is bounded by Four- 
teenth and Fortieth streets and Sixth-avenve and 
the East River.

A GOOD CHANCE TO WIN. 
WHERE THE REPUBLICANS MAY GAIN A 
SENATE DISTRICT. 

With the preseat outlook in the Fourth Sen- 
ate District the Republicans of Brooklyn and the 
neighboring towns in the district ought to feel en- 
couraged, and disposed to doa good deal of hard 
work to redeem the district, and keep Mr. John C. 
Jacobs from going back to the Senate. The eon- 
test is not so simple a one as that of last year, 
when Mr. Jacobs was opposed by an Independent 
Democrat who polled the Republican vote, and re- 


ceived a very few votes cast by dissatisfied Demo- 
crats. This year there are three candidates, the 
Republicans having named George W. fley, 
while the Independent Democrats have nominated 
William Marshall. The McLaughlin ‘ring’? men 
have nominated Jacobs, and expect to elect him. 
Mr. Bailey, the Republican candidate, ought to re- 
eeive the full Republiean vote. Mir. Marshall is 
confident of obtaining alarge share of the vote 
cast two years ago for Mr. Jacobs, whose Legisla- 
tive course is not entirely approved of, it seems, by 
some of the Brooklyn yoters. Mr. Bailey has not 
been conspicuons in polities, and it is to be feared 
that his friends will not make the serious effort 
they ought to enable him to win. Mr. Marshall 
isa man of wealth—so much wealth, indeed, that 
it is absurd forthe Jacobs men to talk of buying 
him out of the race. Mr, Jacobs is frepresented as 
having hesitated a good deal before he consented 
to be a candidate, and to bave intimated a desire 
to become the candidate in the Second District 
rather than the Fourth. Mr. John J. Kiernan, 
however, secured the nomination in the Second 
Distriet, where there is a tolerably safe Demo- 
cratic majority of about 5,000. Mr. Jacobs is 
therefore forced to putup with the Fourth Dis- 
trict and hoe his own row the best way he can. 
The chances for Mr. Bailey are best indicated by 
the following statement ot the vote in 1879, when 
Mr. Jacobs only had one opponent:

TERRIFIC GALHS AT SHA. 
Sa 
EXCITING EXPERIENCES OF THE STEAMERS 
TITANIA AND CRANE. 

The Exvropean steam-ships which arrived 
yesterday report having epeountered terrific 
storms, in whieh considerable damage was sus- 
tained. Chief Officer Cook, of the steamer Titania, 
from Dundee, states that the passage occupied 22 
days. On tke 6th she left port and met with favor- 
able winds untilthe noon following, when a gale 
set in. A north-westerly breeze blew until the 
10th, when the wind increased into a strong gale, 
causing a heavy sea from west-south-west that 
continued until noon onthe llth. On the follow- 
ing day another heavy gale with a tremendous sea 


was experienced. This storm continued until late 
next day, and was followed by four days of com- 
paratively moderate weather, and in the meantime 
the ship made rapid progress. But at midnight on 
tae 16th the wind rapidly increased in force, ard 
at 2A. M. the vessel shook beneath the shock ofa 
terrific squall, which had come upom her suddenly. 
The wind instantly veered from west-south-west 
to north-west, and caused the sea to rise in 
@ most tempestuous way. At 7:30 A. M. 
the wheel-chains parted, and for a few 
moments the ship could not be_ steered, 
Two hours and a halt later on a tremendous wave 
washed over the vessel, smashing life-boat No. 2 
and breaking the rails of the upper bridge. The 
engines kept the ship on her course until noon. 
when she was struck by several fearful squalls. It 
was now almost impossible for the Titania to keep 
her head up to the tremendous sea. During the 
afternoon the gale increased in violence, and at 5 
P. M. the main trysail-outhaul was carried away, 
causing the ship to fall away several points. A 
terrific sea then swept over the starboard side, 
completely wrecking life-boat No.3 and causing 
much other damage about the decks. At 
7:30 in the evening another sea _ broke 
over the vessel, smashing life-boat No. 1. 
An hour before midnight a mountainous wave 
struck the ship on thestarboard side, carrying 
away the fore boom and gaff, wreeking the wheel 
and chart houses, and starting the bulwarks fore 
and aft. The vessel was completely submergea, 
and it was some minutes before she could roll the 
water from her decks. Boatswain George Hill had 
been knocked down and severely injured about 
the head and back. Shortly after midnight the 
ship sank down in the trough of the sea anda 
fearful volume of water tore over the star- 
board side, staving in the starboard bow and 
breaking in the main hatch. At 2A. M. another 
sea was shipped, and it seemed as though the ves- 
sel had been engulfed. This wave carried away 
the railsof both the upper and lewer bridges, the 
standard and pole compasses, telegraph stand and 


| bridge ladders. and caused much other damage 


about the decks, from which everything movable 
had already been swept. The ship was thrown so 
violently to port by this sea that some of the cargo 
shifted, giving her astrong list to that side. The 
morning of the i8th was extremely stormy, and at 
noon the engineer reported that there was much 
water in the engine-room, stoke hole, and tunnel. 
All hands were kept on deck night and day repair- 
ing the ravages which the heavy seas had made. 
The storm began to moderate, and the ship was 
able to make a little progress. but it was still quite 
stormy on the 19th and 20th. All of the crew 
were more or less bruised by being knocked about 
during the storms. 

Capt. Robinson, of the steam-ship Crane, from 
Neweastle, reports astormy voyage of 20 days. 
He left the mouth of the Tyne on the 8th, 
with dense fogs, but on _ the following 
day while off Cape Wrath the Crane 
was struck by the full foree of a 
hurricane whieh blew from north-west and was 
accompanied by hail squalls. The sea was tre- 
mendous and tossed the ship heavily about. This 
weather continued until the 14th, when the wind 
began to shift back and forth between north-west 
and south, blowing heavily for four days. On the 
18th the storm surpassed in fury the previous hurri- 
cane. The head-sea was fearful, and the ship was 
only able to keep her head uptothestorm. Huge 
waves washed over the decks. The jolly-boat was 
smashed and the bridge bulwarks were broken, 
while the foresail and staysail were blown away. 
This storm continued until late on the 19th, 
inundating the decks, from whieh everything 
movable was swept. On the 25th, when off 
George’s Banks, another north-westerly gale with 
a tremendous sea was encountered. Capt. Wind- 
ham, of the steam-ship Brooklyn City, from Bristol, 
reports westerly gales and head-seas up to the 26th. 
The State of Nevada, of the State Line, from Glas- 
gow, met with heavy gales and tempestuous seas, 
which frequently flooded the decks.

JERSEY CITY BOARD OF EDUCATION. 

Tke Jersey City Board of Education is 
composed of 12 members. At the recent charter 
election the Rev. Cornelous Brett was chosen as 
one of the members, but he refused to serve, and 
the board has since consisted of but 11 members. 
Of these six were Democrats. The Republicans 


refused at first to meet with them because by doing 
so they coula prevent, they thought, the election 
of a Democratic President by leaving the board 
without a quorum. The six Democrats claimed, 
however, to be a quorum and elected Dr. McGill as 
President.

Committee. Director Jordan, a Democrat, went 
over to the Republicans, putting them in the ma- 
owas & When the Democrats saw that the Repub- 
icans would probably win the struggle Dr. McGill 
left the chair and made a motion to adjourn. Di- 
rector Boyd, who was in the chair, declared the 
motion carried. though the vote was 6 against it to 
5 for it. The Democrats put on their coats and 
went away. The Republicans, claiming to be a 
quorum, protested against this action, reorganized, 
and then adjourned, and now propose to go to the 
courts to secure reeognition of their rights. 


A STRANGE DOMESTIC EPISODE. 


GOLDBERG SUMMONED 
BY A DISCARDED WIFE, 


A woman, clad in rags and presenting an 
appearance of destitntion, was seen wandering 
through the streets on Thursday with a child, who 
was apparently about 11 years old. The pair at- 
tracted the attention of Special Officer Chiardi, of 
the Society forthe Prevention of Cruelty to Chil- 
dren, and he took them into custody and brought 
them to the Essex Market Court, where, upona 
charge of vagrancy being preferred against them, 
Justice Flammer committed them to the care of 
the Commissioners of Charities and Correction. 
The woman and her child were temporarily locked 
up in the prison attaehed to the Court-house, and 
while there the woman told a very remarkable 


story, saying that she was Mrs. Amelia Goldberg 
and had a husband living in Harlem, who wasa 
man of means, but who had abandoned her. Her 
story was so strange that her allegations were 
brought to the attention of the magistrate, and he 
granted a warrant of arrest and placed it in 
the hands of Sergt. Long and Officer Kershaw, 
who yesterday brought to court a man dressed in 
expensive attire and wearing costly jewelry. The 
prisoner gave a card to the magistrate bearing the 
pame John A, Goldberg, and said he was a real 
estate and empioyment agent, and was the pro- 
rietor of the ‘“‘Home Comfort Employment 
ureau,” at No. 175 East One Hundred and Seven- 
teenth-street. As soon as he arrived the woman 
was brought from her cell, with her child, and .con- 
fronted him. She again claimed that Goldberg 
was her husband, and asserted that she was mar- 
ried to him in England 27 years ago and hod had 
five children by the union. After he left England, 
she said, he did not contribute to her og ab aod 
in conclusion asserted that he was now living with 
another woman in Harlem. 
Goldberg, after listening to her allegations, ad- 
mitted that she had been his wife, and expressed 
ity for her present eondition. He married her in 
ingiand, he said, and some time after their wed- 
ding he left her in London, while he traveled 
abroad as the agent of a German house. On his 
return he discovered that ske had been unfaithful 
to him, and he therefore procured a divorce from 
a Jewish Rabbi, the legality of which, he insisted, 
had been recognized in England. He said further, 
that after his arrivalin America he provided for 
her needs, although she was no longer his wife, 
and on one occasion bought her a house and lot, 
which she in some way. permitted to pass 
from her possession. Previously the woman 
had given sigps of insanity, particularly in 
one violent instance, when she ran a poker 
through her son’s cheek. This and _ other 
acts convinced him that she was mentally irrespon- 
sible, and he twice had her conveyed to an insane 
asylum at White Plains for treatment. Seventeen 
years ago she put him to the annoyance of an ar- 
rest for abandonment, and he was arraigned, as in 
the present instance, in the Essex Market Court, 
but, he asserted, the magistrate dismissed the com- 
laint upon investigating the charges made by 
Ser. He denied that the child whom she cailed 
Clara Goldberg, and who was with her when ar- 
rested, was his, and subsequently the woman her- 
self admitted that the giri was not his daughter. 
In closing his explanation, Goldberg declared that 
he did not deem himself under obligation to sup- 
port the woman, as she had been untrue to him, 
and inasmuch as he had been granted a divorce 
which he had reason to believe was perfectly valid. 
Mrs. Goldberg replied to some of the assertions 
made by the man, particularly as to having been 
committed to a lunatic asylum. She denied that 
she had ever been sent to any such institution, 
saying that she was merely an inmate of a hospi- 
tal. Justice Flammer, after consulting a number 
of law books and remarking that the case was 
very much mixed up indeed and contained mate- 
rial for a drama, released Goldberg on his parole, 
and set down the further hearing and investiga- 
tion of the case until to-day. Goldberg claims that 
this investigation will establish his entire inaocence 
of the charge of abandonment.

JOHN A, TO COURT 


THE SUPREME COURT DECLARES RECEIVER 
RICE’8 REMOVAL ILLEGAL, 

Judge Theodoric R. Westbrook, sitting in 
Supreme Court, Chambers, at Kingston, in July 
last, made an order substituting James W. Husted 
for John A. Rice as Receiver of the Rockaway 
Beach Improvement Company, Speakiag of this 
order and of the proceedings out of whieh it grew, 
yesterday, in an opinion delivered by him in the 
Supreme Court, General Term, Presiding Judge 
Noah Davis said: ** The irregularities are too gross 
to be disregarded.’ The action in which Jobn A. 


Rice was appointed Receiver of the Rockaway 
Beach Improvement Company was brought in this 
judicial district by Henry Y. Attrill. This plaintiff 
received no notice of the intention to apply to 
Judge Westbrook for Receiver Rice’s removal. He 
moved before Judge Donohue, in Supreme Court, 
Chambers, to have Judge Westbrook’s order 
removing Mr. Rice and appointing Gen. 
Husted in his stead declared void for lack of juris- 
diction, as well as on account of the failure to give 
him notice of the application for it. Judge Dono- 
hue denied the motion, holding that it should be 
made in Kingston, where any irregularities in the 
making could be called to Judge Westbrook’s at- 
tention. An appeal was taken from Judge Dono- 
hue’s order of denial, and the Supreme Court, Gen- 
eral Term, yesterday declared Judge Westbrook’s 
order absolutely void. Judge Daniels wrote the 
opinion of the General Term, and it was concurred 
in by Presiding Judge Davis and Judge 
Brady, the former writing a supplemental 
opinion containing the words above quoted. 
The court holds that, the suit being pending in this 
judicia! department, a motion to remove the Re- 
ceiver could not be made elsewhere. The applica- 
tion for the removal of Receiver Rice upon the 
charges of misconduct against him is, therefore, 
remitted to Supreme Court, Chambers, here. The 
General Term says that since Gen. James W. Hus- 
ted has been in charge of the property of the 
Rockaway Beach Improvement Company he bas 
faithfully managed it, and that if Receiver Rice is 
to be removed, Gen. Husted may be a proper per- 
son to be selected as his successor. Mr. Thomas
